In a large photograph appearing in U. S. News and World Report, some 
half dozen books appearing on the President’s desk included a Bible. 
Welcoming 62 missionaries of the American and Southern Baptist Conven- 
tions to his office, Kennedy told them he is concerned for religious liberty both 
in the United States and around the world. 
Meanwhile, District Four of the Baptist General Convention of Texas 
unanimously approved a resolution by 500 persons representing 401 churches 


and 65 missions in 19 South Texas counties declaring: 


“Since it has been 


publicized in the press, on radio and television that hard liquor has been 
served in the White House, we express our opposition to such practice.”

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MISSIONS: CONGO EXODUS 

Earlier in the year, Congo mis- 
sionaries made the headlines as they 
tried to leave the country. Soldiers 


forcibly detained a party from the | 


Berean Mission and the Conservative 
Baptist Foreign Mission Society at 
the border of Kivu Province. Almost 
at the same time, but with less pub- 
licity, an even larger number, mostly 
from the Africa Inland Mission, 
crossed from the Orientale Province 
into Uganda. At this writing, some 
missionaries are still being detained 


in the country. 

What happened? Why this second 
exodus? When independence came 
last July, many of the same mis- 


sionaries withdrew temporarily be- 
cause of serious disorders. But they 
stayed near at hand, and, as things 
quieted down, they returned to their 
posts. Only a few left Africa. 

In this second withdrawal, a large 
number, especially from Kivu, have 
returned to the States. Their return 
shows clearly the judgment of the 
leaders that troubles in Congo are not 
a passing thing. 

It appeared that many of the prob- 
lems missionaries faced were Com- 
munist inspired. One argument used 
to stir up opposition to missionaries | 
ran: “The missionaries won’t let you 
have more than one wife, so you won't | 
have many children and your tribe 
will become weak.” 

Do the people really dislike the | 
missionaries? Reports indicate that 
those who know them have a real ap- 
preciation for them. The _ trouble | 
seems to be with the leaders who often 
have only precarious control over the 
armed militiamen. It is this break- | 
down of responsible government that | 
has made it dangerous for missionaries | 
to remain. In the old days there was 
tribal authority. Today authority is | 
in the hands of the man with the gun. 


LITERATURE: NEW FOCUS 
Recent student uprisings in Latin 
America have caused concern among | 
missionaries. The feeling is that the | 
Communists have used university stu- 
dents as a tool while evangelicals have 
done little to reach them. Now sev- 
eral groups have focused attention on 
the student, and the emphasis is on 
literature. 

International Fellowship of Evan- 
gelical Students has a literature center 
in Cordoba, Argentina, headed by an 
English medical man, Dr. John White. 
From this headquarters comes a 
Spanish language publication, Certeza. 
IFES has active fellowships in all the 
Latin American republics except the 
Guianas.

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Another Sign of the Times 
A prominent bishop of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
is reported as having said, “Agnosticism is an important 


part of true religion.” If by the term “agnosticism” the 
bishop means that there are certain things we just do not 
know in the present state of things, it is true. We do 
not know what a day will bring forth. We do not know 
if we shall die. We do not know when the Lord will 
come. Many circumstances of life baffle us: so far as 
giving a reasoned, final, convincing answer as to their 
purpose—we walk by faith, not by sight. 

The trouble with the bishop’s observation is not that 
there is no truth in it at all, but in the fact that he is 
trying to include within the pale of uncertainty things 
which God has made certain by revelation. Because the 
bishop’s human sensibilities are offended by the thought 
that “human beings who have not heard of Jesus Christ 
will be assigned to eternal perdition,” he has the audacity 
to reject the divine revelation: “He that hath the Son 
hath the life; he that hath not the Son of God hath not 
the life’ (I John 5:12 A.S.V.). Because the bishop’s 
humanism does not allow him to accept the historicity of 
the account of the Garden of Eden, he calls the divine 
account a myth—a story which need not be historical 
as generally understood, but which in its simplicity sets 
forth “complicated truth.” The bishop is not even sure 
of the literal meaning of the historic details of the virgin 
birth. No wonder there has been a question raised as to 
his orthodoxy—the only wonder is that so few have 
seemed to be concerned. 

It surely does not take any great spiritual sensitivity 
to make a choice in allegiance: the simple alternative is 
the bishop or the Word of God. And the Word of God, 
both by its own utterance and by the test of time, will 
stand long after the bishop has departed. 

But the report brings to mind three things that have 
often been in our thoughts during the years of the con- 
troversy between modernism and fundamentalism. 

First, the touchstone of historic Christianity is belief 
in the verbally inspired Word of God. Deny this truth, 
and there is no limit to the extent to which a man may go. 
But the Word of God written, and that Word alone, is 
the only basis for faith and life. Clearly, the Reformers 
were right. 

Second, why is there so little concern for the purity of 
the Church? Purity in doctrine and purity in life are 
the twin essentials for the Church’s power. Surely the 
enemy of our souls has deceived many here. To think 
that laxity in doctrine can produce firmness in morals is 
one of the devil’s master deceits of this century. 

Third, it is quite evident why the great thrust for the 
proclamation of the gospel to the ends of the earth has 
been made by Bible-believing Christians—they are the 
ones who take the Word of God seriously. 


“The Rules of Hermeneutics See to That" 

How do we know what the Word of God teaches? 
What is the proper interpretation? Let us admit at once 
that this subject is entirely too large for treatment in an 
editorial. But we do want to say a word about it, in 
view of our reference above to the view of the Reformers 
that the Holy Scriptures are the sole rule of faith and 
practice. 

The theological modernist denies this criterion and 
reserves the right to accept as true or to reject as error 
anything in Scripture according to his own conclusions. 
The neo-orthodox theologian (however he may differ

from those of similar persuasion) rejects the idea of an 
objective revelation, and maintains that there is value 
only in subjective experience; thus he is free to accept as 
valid all the unbelieving higher critical theories and to 
dismiss all Scriptures which do not fit the modern scien- 
tific mind. 

The Roman Catholic insists that he accepts the Bible 
as the Word of God and then proceeds to add to it and 
so controverts its plain teaching. Some orthodox theo- 
logians, with an eye upon current scientific ideas, try to 
find interpretations which accord with these ideas. In 
some instances at least by so doing they set the stage for 
the undermining of biblical authority. 

Now we recognize that the last word has not been said 
in the interpretation of all the Scriptures. We agree 
that God has more light to shed from His Word. We 
realize that perfection and full knowledge await the com- 
ing of Christ. We too are enthusiastic about the in- 
creased knowledge of biblical material which has come to 
light in the past 100 years. Remember, however, that 
all of these discoveries have not changed one whit any 
cardinal doctrine of the Word. 

We are also impressed by the results of scientific re- 
search—but not so impressed that we believe it is neces- 
sary to alter our belief in creationism or in the historicity 
of the biblical account. We counsel going slow about 
trying to find other interpretations to bring the biblical 
record of the creation and of the flood into conformity 
with modern science. 

The Bible-believing Christian, while recognizing that 
the Bible is not purporting to give the last word in science, 
may do well to go slow in altering his literal under- 
standing of what the Bible says for the findings of the 
scientists. (It seems to us that we have heard about 
scientific findings being discarded later.) God help us 
if we must alter our interpretations of the Word of God 
every time there is a pronouncement by fallible scientists. 

Let no one think that this editorial is an attack on 
scientists. We would have to say that we have heard 
some of them make conclusions which it seemed to us 
were not warranted by the facts presented. But we are 
far from making light of science or scientists. However, 
it is our conviction that findings, which, for example, 
involve prehistory and early history, must be confirmed 
by believing scholarship and by time before we seek some 
interpretation of the infallible Word other than the inter- 
pretation which seems most normal and evident. 

May we keep minds and hearts open for truth, but may 
we be preserved from foolishly turning aside, because 
there is a “science falsely so called.” Let us affirm 
strongly that our stand is with historic orthodoxy. The 
Scriptures which cannot be broken are the final word. 


A New Phenomenon 

That the Jews for the most part have kept their faith 
pretty much to themselves is a matter of historical record. 
As “repositories of the Word,” to use Dr. James M. Gray’s 
expression, they sought rather to seal up the Word than 
to propagate it. Under the rabbinical system, only grudg- 
ingly did they grant to gentiles the vast privilege of be- 
coming one with God’s people, worshiping Him in the 
acceptable manner and participating in the blessings of 
His Word. 

In view of the promises made to the fathers, it has been 
a wonder to us many times (though recognizing our own 
shortcomings in this regard) that such insularity should 
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obtain through all those centuries. Christ faced His most 
bitter opposition when by example and precept He sought 
to extend to other peoples the blessings the Jews hugged 
so jealously to themselves. 

It was, therefore, startling to us to read just a short 
time ago a Reuters dispatch outlining a plan whereby 
through Jewish missionary effort millions of gentiles 
throughout the world might be brought into the fold of 
the ancient religion. The plan was initiated by two 
Jewish societies, one Israeli and the other American, 
whose representatives were meeting in Tel Aviv. 


A convention, moreover, with the same objective in 
mind, will be held this spring in the United States “to 
discuss the practical problems for Jewish missionaries, 
the establishment of information centers in large cities 
of the world and the publication of books and pamphlets 
on principles of the Jewish religion.” 

This will be done in full recognition that official Jewish 
bodies motivated by long centuries of tradition are 
opposed to any attempt to proselytize. 


Proponents of the plan speak of world interest. They 
cite the large conversion movement going on in Latin 
America. They point to thousands in Japan who, they 
say, are “ripe” for conversion. In one large tribe in 
South Africa are the beginnings of a trend toward the 
Jewish faith. 


All this is amazing, considering the history of the 
Bible, as well as subsequent history. Does it have defi- 
nite prophetic significance? It would be presumptuous 
to say. But certainly this revolutionary shift in Jewish 
attitude is most interesting, to say the least, considering 
what the Scriptures have to say about the future mis- 
sionary activity of the Jews (Isa. 66:18-21; Zech. 8: 13-23). 


We have, meanwhile, only to look about us to see the 
tremendous missionary zeal potential in every Jew. 
Jewish converts to Christianity exhibit the most extraor- 
dinary love for the Christ they formerly spurned, an 
amazing capacity to suffer for His Name’s sake and an 
aggressiveness to witness that puts many of us to shame. 


If this is true of the comparatively few who have be- 
come Christians in this present age, what shall it be when 
the Jewish people as a whole look believingly on Him 
whom they have pierced, and begin carrying the blessed 
news to every corner of the earth? 





When Disaster Speaks 

At this writing the U. S. is still tingling from the shock 
of headlines announcing the flaming crash of a Belgian 
jet airliner near Brussels, and the death of seventy-three 
persons, including all eighteen members of our Olympic 
figure skating team. 

Along with others we extend our sincere sympathy to 
those bereaved, urging that they look to Him who is 
“slow to anger, and plenteous in mercy”... “the God 
of all comfort” (Ps. 103:8; II Cor. 1:3). 

It is only human to wonder why this particular group 
of seventy-three from many walks of life and many loca- 
tions found themselves as passengers on the doomed 
plane. Sermons have been preached on this general 
theme of destiny, and stories have been written. 

However, it is interesting to see what the Lord Jesus 
Christ says on this particular subject. On being told of 
the death of Galileans “whose blood Pilate had mingled 
with their sacrifices,” and of “eighteen upon whom the 
tower in Siloam fell,” He asked, in effect, “Do you think 
these perished because they were guilty of special sins?” 
And then, replying to His own question, He said, not once 
but twice, “Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall all in 
like manner perish” (Luke 13:3, 5). 

What is He saying to them—and to us? Is He not say- 
ing that it is not the time or circumstances of death which 
are important, but the fact that death and judgment are 
the portion of every man—“except ye repent.” 

Death for you may be ten years away—or ten minutes. 
It may come on the highway or in a plane or in the fancied 
security of your easy chair. The point is that it will lead 
to the tragedy of being lost forever, “except ye repent.” 

Of what do we need to repent? Of our sins, certainly, 
but far more—if we have not already done so—of our 
indifference to God’s provision for our salvation in the 
atonement of His Son. 

What is this provision? There is no clearer summary 
than the words found in I John 5:11, 12: “And this is 
the record, that God hath given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in his Son. He that hath the Son hath life; and he 
that hath not the Son of God hath not life.” 

In the light of this portion of the Scriptures such a 
tracecy should speak plainly to many.

RADUATION time is but weeks away. 

J And in Christian schools across 

the nation young people in caps 
and gowns will soon be receiving col- 
lege or Bible institute diplomas. There 
will be a flurry of congratulations and 
farewells. Then these young men and 
women will scatter, never to be seen 
as a group again. 

Where will they go? What will they 
do? How much will they accomplish 
for the cause of Christ? 

Who can attempt a comprehensive 
answer? And yet these are important 
questions, for upon them hang the 
great issues of reaching the world for 
Christ. 

Within recent weeks, however, we 
have glimpsed a thrilling part of the 
answer as we have been fitting to- 
gether the story of a few of the thou- 
sands trained by Moody Bible Insti- 
tute during seventy-five years of 
ministry. 

Later articles will deal with laymen 
and leaders and with workers on 
foreign mission fields. This one tells 
the absorbing and significant story of 
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Moody-trained workers on many 


fronts here at home. 


+ Brecin with a magic carpet visit to 
migrant workers in the San Joaquin 
Valley. There you'll find Al Kantor, 
serving under the Missionary Gospel 
Fellowship. 

Since being graduated from Moody 
Bible Institute in 1942, Al has seen the 
misery and need of migrant camps. 
He has preached in a chapel trailer, 
brought groceries to starving families, 
taught released time Bible classes and 
conducted weekly services. To the 
rice, melon and cotton workers in the 
valley, Al is a friend and a preacher 
of the gospel they so desperately need. 

Or go to Oak Park, IIl., a suburb of 
Chicago. There another man with 
Institute training, a graduate of 1918, 
is in his sixteenth year as pastor of 
Judson Baptist Church. During his 
pastorate Dr. Elmer Palmer has seen 
Judson’s average morning attendance 
climb from 375 to 725; its missionary 
giving rise from an average of $5,000 
a year to $80,000. 
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SOLDIERS 


Or turn towards Grand Rapids, 
Mich. Here George Bontekoe, who 
graduated from Moody in 1933, super- 
intends the Mel Trotter Rescue Mis- 
sion. In his seven years with the mis- 
sion he has seen the gospel change 
the lawless, the weak, the rejected. 
So he continues his ministry on lower 
Monroe Avenue, spelling out patiently 
night after night the simpleness of 
reaching out for Jesus Christ. 

Go next to the Cutshin Bible Mis- 
sion in Yeaddis, Ky. Twenty-five 
years ago another Moody graduate, 
Edith Shaw, maneuvered her truck 
along the creek beds to a promised 
cabin in Cowhead Holler—only to 
find the cabin had burned! But she 
stayed anyway, traveling on foot to 
visit families, nurse the sick and work 
in the school. 

Today Edith Shaw directs a mis- 
sion staffed by four full time workers. 
A clinic, log-cabin lodge, store, garage 
and rustic chapel have been erected 
to help bring these isolated mountain 
people medical aid, understanding, and 
the good news of salvation. 
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ON THE HOME FRONT 


Make ten or twenty or a hundred 
visits—to churches big and little, to 
rescue missions, child evangelism 
centers, youth organizations and rural 
missions. Stop in at Bible institutes, 
missions for Indians, Negroes or 
others. Only then will you begin to 
glimpse the kind of warfare being con- 
ducted by these home-front soldiers 
from Moody Bible Institute. 

Viewing the field, you sense the 
utter impossibility of singling out the 
most striking instances of sacrifice or 
devotion or yieldedness to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. And the conviction 
grows that here and there throughout 
the country, hidden from the eyes of 
men, but known to God, in cities and 
hamlets and lonely countryside is a 
great host of workers whose lives are 
a sweet savor to God and a benedic- 
tion to those they serve. 


+ ApproximaTELy 3,000 pastors and 
assistant pastors throughout the coun- 
try received part or all their training 
at Moody Bible Institute. Some are in 
outstandingly successful churches. 
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One is the Milwaukee, Wis., Garfield 
Avenue Baptist Church, where Dr. 
and Mrs. William E. Kuhnle, both 
Institute graduates, recently began 
their twenty-first year. Their two 
decades in this church have been 
marked by several hundred profes- 
sions of faith and an increase in mis- 
sionary giving from $2,200 to $45,900 
in 1960. Today, in addition to its other 
activities, the church carries on an 
outstanding ministry among service 
personnel as well as a weekly broad- 
cast heard on eight midwestern sta- 
tions. 

Probably one of the best known 
Moody-trained pastors is Dr. William 
J. McCarrell. In 1913, shortly after 
his graduation from the Institute, Mc- 
Carrell was called to fill the pulpit of 
a church which was about to close its 
doors. That first Sunday morning he 
spoke to an audience of twenty-five, 
but he was asked back and eventually 
called as pastor. 

The church never closed. Today it 
has a membership of approximately 
1,000, a Sunday school enrollment of 


700 including Cradle Roll and home 
departments and an average attend- 
ance of more than 400. During his 
forty-five years in this pastorate, Dr. 
McCarrell led the way in establishing 
twenty-two branch works, four of 
which developed into independent 
Bible churches. 

Meanwhile he organized the Cicero 
Fishermen’s Club, dedicated to evan- 
gelism, led in the organization and 
guidance of the Independent Funda- 
mental Churches of America and 
provided leadership in a score of 
evangelical and missionary enter- 
prises. 

Such a church is at one end of the 
spectrum. At the other are the many 
small pastorates where the Sunday 
morning congregation is heartbreak- 
ingly small and mid-week service vir- 
tually a committee meeting. Moody- 
trained pastors are to be found in 
this kind of church, too, living lives 
that are quietly, devotedly heroic be- 
cause they are persuaded that this for 
them is God’s appointed place of serv- 
ice. 
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In churches big and little you will 
find another group of home front 
workers—the itinerant evangelist and 
Bible teacher. Nearly forty men 
among the Moody-trained home front 
army strengthen the hands of pastors 
throughout the country. In addition 
they minister at Bible conferences, on 
radio broadcasts and in various other 
specialized areas. Each one plays a 
part that no one else can fill. 


+ THose who can be reached by such 
means, however, make up only a part 
of the America that needs the gospel. 
Among those on Skid Rows and in the 
jails and detention centers of our 


country, other home front workers 
carry on another most important type 
of work. 

Of the 130 rescue missions coast to 
coast which comprise the roster of the 
International Union of Gospel Mis- 
sions, no fewer than forty are headed 
by Moody-trained superintendents. 


One large rescue mission alone has 
thirteen 


MBI-trained men and 
women. 

One mission head is Harry Saulnier 
who in 1940 was called to superintend 
Chicago’s Pacific Garden Mi6ssion. 
Harry and his wife prayed for a full 
week about this call; then leaving a 
good job and eighteen years’ seniority 
he undertook the new assignment. 

When he started, the mission had a 
staff of three—Harry and two janitors. 
Twenty-one years later the staff 
numbers seventy and PGM’s monthly 
budget is $20,000. Five buildings, 
including a women’s division and a 
dental-medical clinic, now front South 
State Street. Radio listeners on four 
continents hear the mission’s radio se- 
ries, “Unshackled,” dramatizing real- 
life stories of conversions. 

Women serve on rescue mission 
staffs, too. Elaine Chobanoff, who 
graduated in 1949, is director of the 
Women’s Division at Pacific Garden 
Mission. The women who come to her 
at 646 South State Street have com- 
plex needs and problems. Elaine’s 
ministry is to provide the little things 
first, like a bath and a bed for the 
night. Other ministry follows. Work- 
ers believe that some 180 women 
found Christ in the Women’s Division 
last year. 

Just a step away for many residents 
of Skid Row are the Cook County Jail 
and the Chicago House of Correction. 
Here each day you'll find the big, one- 
armed figure of another Institute- 
trained worker, Chaplain Louis R. 
King. In the prison workshop, the 
gym, along the grim lines of cell 
blocks, he strides, carrying a brief- 
case filled with tracts and testaments. 
With kindly directness which cannot 
be evaded, he probes and counsels, 
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Back in St. Louis, Emil Elbe (left) brings the gospel to Jewish businessmen. He is 


shown here with Israel's president during a recent visit to that country.

pointing men and women to Christ. 
Evenings he visits prisoners’ families. 


+ Move on to another sector of the 
gospel front at home—where boys and 
girls and young men and women are 
the chief concern. Here, too, you will 
find compassion and unstinting serv- 
ice. 

No fewer than fifty-seven MBI 
graduates and former students are co- 
laborers in the far-reaching work of 
Child Evangelism Fellowship. An- 
other twenty-six help reach some 
300,000 boys and girls with the Bible 
memory program of the Children’s 
Bible Mission. Still others are with 
the American Sunday School Union 
and various other missions. 

One children’s worker in the na- 
tion’s capital is Miss Nony Jahnke, 
of the Central Union Mission. For 
twenty-two years she has worked 
with hundreds of boys and girls each 
year—in Bible classes, clubs and 
camps. “As someone has aptly put it,” 
she writes, “‘We teach our lessons. 





We sing our songs. We direct our 
craft work. We visit in the homes. We 
give out pictures of Jesus. And some- 
times nothing seems to happen. But 
something is happening all the while. 
It is the leaven of the gospel.’ ” 

In a sense Verne Lundstedt is fol- 
lowing up the work of those who deal 
with youngsters. As Western States 
Director of Campus Crusade for 
Christ, he is currently working on the 
campus of the University of California. 
His purpose: to win a hearing for the 
gospel from students of all kinds and 
types—eggheads, lonely Joes, wheels 
and campus queens. 

Tonight he may in a Bible study 
group in a frat house living room, to- 
morrow at a film night in a dormitory 
recreation lounge, the night after that 
on visitation with a team in a sorority 
house. Always, personal counseling 
contacts are the chief means of mak- 
ing known the Christian faith. 

Only 5 per cent of all college stu- 
dents, Lundstedt declares, are actively 
affiliated with any church. Yet 90 
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MBl-trained Bruce Love, center, 
heads up Youth for Christ's 
Lifeline.” Here he joins in talk 
with Judge Joseph Meszar, left.

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per cent of those in Who’s Who are 
college graduates. Verne is using his 
Moody training to find the best ap- 
proaches to these leaders of tomorrow. 

Lined up with Verne on the youth 
front are other graduates and former 
students — in such organizations as 
Youth for Christ, International Stu- 
dents, Inter-Varsity, the Bible Club 
Movement, Pioneer Girls and Chris- 
tian Service Brigade. 

And what of Christian education? 
Review this important front and you'll 
find Mary and Lois LeBar, graduates 
of Moody, faculty members at Whea- 
ton College and writers of curricula 
and other Sunday school materials for 
Scripture Press. On this front, too, 
is Milford Sholund, director of Bibli- 
cal and Educational Research for 
Gospel Light. Some fifty Institute 
graduates serve as directors of Chris- 
tian education. Many more are doing 
similar work in unofficial capacities. 


+As yet we have said nothing of two 
important fields. First, Jewish mis- 
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sions. From Boston to Tampa and in- 
land, Moody alumni speak to 1961’s 
sophisticated but searching Jew about 
the simple gospel of the New Testa- 
ment. Institute graduates and former 
students have gone to Philadelphia, 
Cleveland, Boston, Detroit, St. Louis 
and other centers to carry on this 
work. Together they reach out to 
Jewish businessmen, women, children 
and students. They carry on Bible 
study, personal witnessing and min- 
istry through Hebrew Christian con- 
gregations. And many are responding. 

A second field is the broad one of 
home missions organizations. No few- 
er than 500 men and women with In- 
stitute backgrounds have found life 
service in this great company of 
workers. 

Among them are men like Jim 
Schreiber, superintendent of the far- 
reaching Oak Hills Fellowship. Its 
workers cover a zone extending half- 
way from Duluth to the North Dakota 
border. They work through a dozen 
chapels, a Christian training school, 
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Chaplain Louis King, left, prays with a con- 
demned prisoner three hours before his exe- 
cution. Led to the Lord two years earlier by 
King, the condemned man's last words were, 
"My grace is sufficient for thee" (Ii Cor. 12:9).

community Bible classes, young peo- 
ple’s activities, vacation Bible schools, 
mothers’ meetings and gospel films. 
On the staff of fifty are several Insti- 
tute graduates. 


There are organizations like the 
North Arkansas Gospel Mission of 
Hasty, Ark., the staff of which in- 
cludes some thirteen former students. 
Sunday schools, churches, vacation 
Bible schools, camps, personal visita- 
tion and radio are all part of its 
integrated Bible-centered ministry. 

Then there are translators — work- 
ers like Faye Edgerton who gave eight 
years to translating the New Testa- 
ment into Navajo under the Wycliffe 
Bible Translators. Now, with a part- 
ner and a few helpful Indian inform- 
ants, she has already completed first 
drafts of six New Testament books in 
the Apache language. 

And there is Arnold Parker whose 
full-time ministry is meeting and 
boarding foreign ships along the Chi- 
cago docks. Working for Great Lakes

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Like a rock unmoved 


amid the tumult of men and nations 


souT halfway through the book of 
Acts, in chapter 15, a discussion 
occurs involving the course of 
the church from the first century 
through the end of the present age. 
Two points are to be noted especially 
in the speech by James before the 
council at Jerusalem: first, his refer- 
ence to the purpose of God in taking 
out of the Gentiles “a people for His 
name,” and second, his statement as 
to God’s subsequent purpose for His 
chosen people, to “build again the 
tabernacle of David, which is fallen 
down.” 

These references are followed by a 
summary statement of great import 
to the church, and to each believer 
who would understand prophecy and 
rightly relate it to himself: “Known 
unto God are all his works from the 
beginning of the world.” 

The significance of this passage for 
us is that God is the Creator and 
Controller of time, and all the events 
in time. They are known unto Him 
all of the time, even from before the 
foundation of the world. He knows 
what He is doing, He knows where He 
is going, and He desires to communi- 
cate to each believing generation what 
they need to know for their own time. 

An outstanding example of this 
truth is found in the Book of Acts, 
chapter one. Here we see Jesus 
standing with His men on the Mount 
of Olives. He is about to be received 
up into heaven. For forty days their 
hearts have been strangely warmed 
as Jesus mingled with them, showing 
Himself to them in His resurrection 
power and glory. The only cloud on 
their horizon is that He keeps saying 
that He must leave them and go back 
to heaven. He has told them, of 
course, that He will send the Holy 
Spirit. This as yet they do not 
understand. But they believe it, and 
the understanding will follow. 

He has told them, too, that they 
must go back to Jerusalem and wait 
there until the Holy Spirit comes. 
Then they will move forward into 
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the next phase of God’s purpose for 
them. 

It seems very proper at this time 
that these men should ask why and 
when. Such a question arises from 
their teaching, their background, their 
understanding of things from many, 
many generations as Jews. 

“Will you at this time,” they say— 
that is, at the coming of the Holy 
Spirit, “will you at this time restore 
the kingdom to Israel?” 


+ Ox, how full the Psalms are of a 
prospect like that! These men had 
been bred on the religious diet of 
prophetic expectation that the Lord 
God would rule the nations of the 
earth, and some form of theocracy 
would be restored—God directly 
ruling over Israel and through Israel 
over the nations of the earth. Her 
history of domination by Gentiles 
reached back several hundreds of 
years to the Babylonian captivity, 
when the nation was brought under a 
great Gentile power as divine judg- 
ment upon her unbelief in God and 
her rejection of the message of God 
through the prophets. 

Now, though back in the land, the 
Jews were still under Gentile domin- 
ion. And they resented it bitterly. 
They longed for the day when they 
could be released. Several attempts 
had been made during the four hun- 
dred years immediately prior to Jesus’ 
coming to overthrow Gentile domina- 
tion. But Israel could not break the 
hold. 

While Jesus was here on earth, He 
called Israel to higher things such as 
repentance, return to God and faith in 
Him as Messiah and Redeemer. He 
tried to teach them that the Kingdom 
must first be spiritual before it could 
be visible and actual. This the Jews 
could not understand, and they hated 
Him for saying it. Finally they cruci- 
fied Him. 

He was raised from the dead, His 
purpose unchanged. His cause was 
still the same, likewise His program 


stands the eternal purpose of God 
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for a nucleus of believing men for that 
day and generation. 

Jesus had clearly taught that the 
Jews who had rejected Him were to 
go on under Gentile dominion and that 
before the end of that generation 
they were to be completely overrid- 
den by the Roman Empire. Jerusalem 
as a city was to be reduced to rubble. 
And they were to be dispersed in the 
greatest dispersion that has ever taken 
place in the history of the Jews. Yet 
there was always a remnant, always 
a few who still believed, who still 
waited, who still worked. 

In our day, the nation of Israel, 
though ir unbelief, is back in the land. 
Surrounded by Gentile powers far 
greater than they, they must turn for 
consultation with them. They want 
with all their hearts to lay hold of 
old Jerusalem and rebuild their great 
heritage. Yet there it is still under 
Gentile dominion. And that prophetic 
impulse — misunderstood, misinter- 
preted and often by their own efforts 
misapplied—persists. The one thing 
they don’t know, and the one thing we 
don’t know, is the time of deliverance. 
The time! 


+ THESE Jews in Acts 1 are Christians, 
believers in Jesus, and they ask the 
same question: “When the Holy Spirit 
comes, will you restore the kingdom 
to Israel?” Is this the time? 

Jesus makes answer, not by telling 
them whether it was or was not (ex- 
cept by implication), but by telling 
them what their job is at this time. 
“You shall be witnesses unto me,” 
He says witnesses that I am the 
Messiah, that I am risen, that I am 
Lord, that I am the Anointed One, that 
I will fulfill God’s purposes in all of 
the times, including yours. 

The implication is clear, that in their 
being thus involved, and being faith- 
ful in that involvement, they are— 
with their Lord—contributing to what 
He is doing in all time, and in all the 
events that mark the order and suc- 
cession of time.

*THat God dees have a program is 
quite evident from the Word. And 
this program is divided into times and 
periods, in which God does different 
things. For example, in old time God 
would come upon a prophet by His 
Spirit and enable him to make an an- 
nouncement concerning a time quite 
distant from that in which the prophet 
lived. And Peter says that this caused 
the prophets no end of concern. They 
sought diligently to discover and un- 
derstand the significance of what the 
Holy Spirit was seeking to make 
known to them. 

They saw the Messiah in one 
prophetic vision, suffering yet ruling 
on a throne. They saw Him rejected, 
yet dominating the nations of the 
world. Yet all they saw was in one 
vision and they couldn’t divide it. It 
was not given to them to divide it; 
the division was not to be in their 
time. 

Thus, there is in the Bible this God- 
ordered succession of times and sea- 
sons, and He alone knows the division 
of them—except as He is pleased to 
reveal it. Usually He reveals the sig- 
nificance of the current times in rela- 
tion to the time just preceding and the 
time immediately approaching. For 
what purpose? That those who live in 
this period of time may live signifi- 
cantly in relation to their past and 
their future. Therefore Jesus said, 
“It is not for you to know the times 
and the seasons which the Father has 
put in His own power.” 

God knows what He is doing. And 
in the light of all that He knows, He 
says to His men—and to you right 
now—receive ye the Holy Spirit, and 
get out into this world and bear testi- 
mony to Me. And if you do what God 
wants done in this your hour and 
time, it will fit in with what He has 
done before and it will fit in with 
what He will do in the future. 

So be content to live significantly in 
your time. We are not the ones who 
determine when one time comes to 
an end and another time begins. That

But we should know 
why we are here in this time and as 
best we can fit in with God’s purposes. 


+Let us go a little further. In that 
great passage, the eleventh chapter of 
Romans, is a discussion of Jew-Gen- 
tile relationship during this present 
period of the gospel of the grace of 
God. Here the apostle Paul has sol- 
emnly warned all Gentiles that they 
should be very humble, in that the 
gospel has now come to them. God 
has concerned Himself with their sal- 
vation, Paul says, and God has sent 
the message of the Lord Jesus Christ 
to them—the Gentiles—that they 
might have the opportunity to believe 
and be “grafted in.” 

Then Paul returns to the discussion 
of Israel (verse 25): “For I would 
not, brethren, that ye should be ig- 
norant of this mystery, lest ye should 
be wise in your own conceits, that 
blindness in part is happened to Israel, 
until the fulness of the gentiles be 
come in.” 


*Wuar a thrill it is to think that if we 
go out bearing testimony to the Lord 
Jesus, someone, somewhere will be- 
lieve, and one more will have been 
reached in this great company of Gen- 
tiles who by God’s purpose are to be 
the called-out ones during this period. 
And our God, who loves the nation 
Israel and proved it unmistakably 
again and again, is just waiting, ear- 
nestly waiting, until the full quota of 
Gentiles is brought in. Then—and 
only then—He will resume His pur- 
pose with Israel. 

Now, can we understand all the 
prophetic details of this great doc- 
trine? No. Do we agree on all the 
details that we think we understand? 
No. Yet with all the differences of 
opinion, one thing is basically clear: 
God has made distinction in the things 
that He is doing, a division in the 
times and the seasons, and we are not 
to assume responsibility beyond that 
which He lays upon us in our day and 
generation. The thing we need most 
to understand is what God is doing in 
our day, so that we may go along 
with Him. 


+SomeE very significant things are tak- 
ing place in your day and mine. For 
one thing, under the threat of uni- 
versal extermination the world is 
having to get together — economi- 
cally, socially and politically. Even the 
most rabid Communists are having to 
agree that some basis of peaceful co- 
existence must be found. 

The same threat hangs over the 
religious world. It isn’t at all startling 
any more to hear world “religious 
leaders” making broad and bold prop- 
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ositions which ten or fifteen years 
ago would have shocked and startled 
the entire religious world. Today we 
take them relatively in stride. 

Just as certainly as there are ob- 
vious trends toward a world govern- 
ment, a world monetary system, a 
world political idealism, a world social 
philosophy, so there is the significant 
trend toward a gigantic merger of the 
religions of the world, on some basis 
of getting along together. Now ac- 
cording to the Word of God, what 
that can only mean in the long haul 
is that such a merger would compel 
them to forfeit the doctrines that 
make them different. They would 
have to agree to give up certain things 
and go along with certain others. And 
that, I believe, spells trouble for you 
and for me in the next twenty-five 
years if our Lord should tarry. 

It won’t be easy for us to be told 
that we must go along with these 
movements or forfeit some of our 
rights and privileges. It may be that 
if we don’t go along with the crowd, 
we won’t be able to buy television 
time, we won’t be able to get visas 
and passports, we won’t be able to 
contribute through faith mission 
boards or spot our missionaries in 
strategic parts of the world. Those 
areas will have been assigned. And 
if we don’t go along with the powers 
that do the assigning, there won't 
be any place to put them. 

The handwriting is crystal clear for 
all who will read. And the only power 
I can see that can stave off the trend 
of development in these directions is 
an old-fashioned, heaven-sent revival 
among the people of God. 

What I’m getting at is this: We 
seem to be heading toward the end 
of one particular division of time and 
the beginning of another — the new 
thing that God will do in our world. 
And we need to live carefully and 
prayerfully in the presence of our 
God and walk in His will. 


+I NoTE with great delight the in- 
creasing interest among the people 
of God in eschatology. It is fitting and 
proper that there should be a revival 
of interest in what God has to say 
about the times and the seasons. I 
believe there will be an increasing 
dimension of understanding in these 
days if we will in confidence search 
the Scriptures to understand. 

But we must trust and we must 
obey. If we are to live significantly in 
our little lifetime of sixty or seventy 
years, we must take orders from the 
One who sees the end from the begin- 
ning. We have the inestimable privi- 
lege of bowing before One who un- 
derstands all events in time and their 
meaning. And He is willing and able 
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to communicate to me and to you 
at any point in our lives the knowl- 
edge of His will. I can be confident 
that in doing what God tells me to do 
today, I am doing the most significant 
thing possible for me to do. 

Oh, how many people there are 
who, because they can’t understand 
the whole panorama of history and 
prophecy, pay no attention to what 
God is saying to them today. Not one 
of us may see the full implications of 
what God is telling us to do. But 
whatever the implications or my un- 
derstanding of them, what God tells 
me to do today I can do and know that 
it fits into His program. 

That’s why, wherever you find a 
prophetic message in the New Testa- 
ment, you'll also find an emphasis on 
godly living, an examination of our 
relationships with one another, an 
exhortation that we love one another 
and take care of one another. Be- 
cause that, in this present age, is the 
most significant thing we can do. 

John said, “He that hath this hope 
in him purifieth himself, even as He 
is pure” (I John 3: 1, 2). In the de- 
lightful prospect of my Lord’s return, 
what is my responsibility? To look at 
my life, and where there is impurity

And oh, the awful judgments 
on men and women who have heard 
the gospel of Christ and have not re- 
ceived it, but have believed the devil's 
lie! 

Any world government, world 
church or world system that is inde- 
pendent of Christ, God will judge and 
utterly destroy. Then when He shall 
have terribly shaken the earth and 
thoroughly purged His floor, the Lord 
will fulfill that longing for oneness. 
And we who have trusted Him in our 
day shall share in His hour of fulfill- 
ment, when we behold our Lord in the 
unveiling of His glory.

FAMILY 
AFFAIR

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Ts is a day of do-it-together proj- 

ects for the entire family. Chris- 
tian families especially are looking for 
ways and means of promoting a closer 
bond among themselves. Have you 
ever thought of bringing missions into 
your home? Here is an excellent way 
to bring your family closer together 
and at the same time be a means of 
tremendous encouragement to God’s 
servants on the field. 

Making missions a family project is 
loads of fun for every member of the 
family. Even the younger children 
will thoroughly enjoy their part in the 
program, and learn incidentally some- 
thing of what the missionary means 
when he speaks of the problems of his 
work. 

Learning about a mission field is 
more than a full-fledged geography 
lesson—though that in itself would be 
reason enough to get the project 
started. The spiritual aspect is the 
greatest blessing of all. As your chil- 
dren learn of the needs of others far 
away, their own spiritual lives will 
deepen. Just as a missions-minded 
church is a thriving church, so will be 


the home that makes missions the 
theme of its together times. 

Let me tell you how to go about it. 
First of all, select a missionary family 
—one with the same age children as 
your own, if possible. Write the mis- 
sionaries to tell them that you are 
adopting them as your special family. 
They will probably be overjoyed to 
co-operate with you. Having found 
out all their ages and all their birth- 
days, you can begin. 

Then buy a three foot square of 
fiber board and fasten it up some- 
where in your home where it can be 
seen easily. On it tack all the photo- 
graphs which you can get of your 
missionary family. Change the pic- 
tures from time to time. Fasten to 
the board a small map of the country 
where the missionaries work, en- 
circling the area with ink. 

Now have your family start looking 
in magazines for pictures about the 
country. Old geographic magazines 
are a good source for this. Get books 
from the library to add to your store 
of information. Use the supper or 
dinner hour for your family to tell 
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the things that they have learned. 

At the same time have on hand a 
small stamp book in which you keep 
all stamps from missionary letters 
and others which the missionaries will 
be glad to send you. 

Find out the special hobbies of the 
children on the field, or help your own 
children to get a hobby exchange go- 
ing with the missionary children. 
Post card exchange is an interesting 
hobby. Costume jewelry exchange is 
fun too. Your child will love the 
bright beads and other things from the 
foreign field. 

Another good idea is to keep a 
scrapbook handy to paste in pressed 
flowers, leaves, butterflies or shells 
which you have asked your family 
abroad to send you. 

A whatnot shelf to hold curious from 
the field will help hold family inter- 
est. Try to get something special for 
each one of you—a native knife for 
father, a doll for daughter, a woven 
basket for mother, a carved animal 
for son—something you can talk about 
to your friends. 

Keep your missionary supplied with 
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film with which he can take pictures 
just for you to show in your own 
home. Of course, we are taking it for 
granted that you won't let any of these 
ideas be an expense to your mis- 
sionary family. 

Keep a bank set aside for nickels or 
dimes which you have designated for 
some missionary need. Encourage 
every member of your family to 
sacrifice a soda or a candy bar in order 
to keep the bank filled. 

A good practice is to write your 
missionary family once a month—the 
children to the children, adults to 
adults. Perhaps you could set aside 
an extra five dollars each month for a 
shopping spree for your missionary. 
One month you might buy little sur- 
prises for the mother, the next for the 
father or the children. Or go on a 
trip to the supermarket to hunt those 
food items which missionaries may be 
hungry for. 

Do something special for the birth- 
days of your missionaries, and for 
holidays. Gather small decorations for 
Christmas or Thanksgiving—center- 
pieces, paper napkins or paper table-

cloths. Your children may want to 
decorate the napkins themselves. 

When your missionary family gets 
home from the field, having them in 
your home will make the tie between 
you even stronger. The missionary, 
seeing what you are doing, will do 
everything he can to help with your 
project. If your missionaries have 
children at home, perhaps you could 
invite them for a holiday with you. 

The home which successfully carries 
out such a project will always be a 
center of interest to outsiders. You 
won't lack a subject for conversation 
when folks visit you. And your curios 
will give you many opportunities to 
witness to non-Christians. A grocery 
boy will be curious about your what- 
not shelf, the postman will ask about 
your foreign letters. 

Making missions a family affair is 
bound to have a three-fold blessing. 
There is one for your own family, one 
for other families who are bound to 
be interested in what you are doing, 
and one for the missionary family who 
is really hungry for close friendship 
with the folks at home. END

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ITHOUT question one of the 

most remarkable Christian doc- 

trines is that Jesus Christ Him- 
self, through the presence of the Holy 
Spirit, will actually enter a_ heart, 
settle down and be at home there. 

Our Lord said to His disciples, “If a 
man love me, he will keep my words: 
and my Father will love him, and we 
will come unto him, and make our 
abode with him” (John 14:23). 

What was He saying? How was it 
possible for Him to make His abode 
with them in this sense? They won- 
dered. 

Then came Pentecost. The Spirit 
of the living Christ was given to the 
Church. Then they understood. God 
did not dwell in Herod’s temple in 
Jerusalem, nor in any temple made 
with hands. But now, through the 
miracle of the outpoured Spirit, God 
would dwell in human hearts. The 
body of the believer would be the 
temple of the living God and the hu- 
man heart would be the home of Jesus 
Christ.

I want to have 
You settle down here and be perfectly 
at home. Let me show You around 
and introduce You to the various 
features of the home that we may 
have fuller fellowship together.” 

He was very glad to do this, and 
happier still to be given a place in the 
heart. 


The Library 

The first room we looked at was the 
study—the library.

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room with very thick walls. But it is 
an important room. In a sense it is 
the control room of the house. He 
entered with me and looked around at 
the books in the bookcase, the maga- 
zines upon the table, the pictures on 
the wall.

Strangely enough, I 
had not felt bad about this before, but 
now that He was there looking at 
these things I was embarrassed. There 
were some books there that His eyes 
were too pure to behold.

Will You help me make it 
what it ought to be?” 

“Surely!” He said, “that is one rea- 
son I am here. First of all, take all 
the things you are reading and seeing 
which are not helpful, pure, good, and 
true, and throw them out! Now put 
on the empty shelves the books of the 
Bible. Fill the library with Scriptures 
and meditate on them day and night. 
As for the pictures on the wall, you 
will have difficulty controlling these 
images, but here is an aid.” He gave 
me a full-sized portrait of Himself. 
“Hang this centrally,” He said, “on 
the wall of your mind.” 


The Dining Room 


From the study we went into the 
dining room. This is the room of 
appetites and desires—a very large 
room indeed. 

I said to Him, “This is a very com- 
modious room, and I am quite sure 
You will be pleased with what we 
serve here.” 

He seated Himself at the table with 
me and asked, “What is on the menu 
for dinner?” 

“Well,” I said, “my favorite dishes: 
old bones, corn husks, sour cabbage, 
and leeks, onions and garlic right out 
of Egypt.”

I know you are 
unskilled and clumsy and awkward, 


| but the Spirit is the Masterworker. 


If He controls your hands and your 
heart He will work through you.” 

Then stepping around behind me 
and putting His great, strong hands 
over mine and controlling the tools 
with His skillful fingers, He began to 
work. 

Oh, there’s so much more that I 
must still learn and I am very far 
from satisfied with the product that is 
being turned out! But I do know that 
whatever has been produced for God 
has been through Him. 


The Rumpus Room 


I remember the time He inquired 
about the playroom. I was hoping 


He would not ask me about that. 
There were certain associations and 
friendships, activities and amusements 











that I wanted to keep for myself. I 
did not think Christ would enjoy them 
or approve of them. So I evaded the 
question. 

But one evening I was leaving to 
join some companions (I was in col- 
lege at the time), and as I was about 
to cross the threshold He stopped me 
with a glance. 

“Are you going out?” He asked. 

I answered, “Yes.” 

“Good!” He said. 
go with you.” 

“Oh,” I replied rather awkwardly. 
“I don’t think, Lord, that You would 
really want to go with us. Let’s make 
it tomorrow night, and we will go to 
prayer meeting. Tonight I have an- 
other appointment.” 

He said, “But I thought when I came 
into your home we were going to do 
everything together. We were going 
to be partners. I want you to know 
that I am willing to go with you.” 

“Well,” I said, “we will go some 
place together tomorrow night.” 

That night I spent some miserable 
hours. I felt wretched. What kind 
of friend was I to Christ, deliberately 
leaving Him out of my associations 
and doing things and going places that 
I knew very well He would not en- 
joy? 

When I returned that evening, I 
saw a light in His room. I went up to 
talk it over with Him. I said, “Lord, 
I just cannot have a good time with- 
out You. We will do everything to- 
gether from now on.” 

Then together we went down into 
the rumpus room and He transformed 
it. He brought into it real joy, real 
happiness, real _ satisfaction, real 
friendship. Laughter and music have 
been ringing in the house ever since. 


That Hall Closet 


One more matter I must share with 
you. One day I found Christ waiting 
for me at the door. There was an 
arresting look in His eye. 

He said to me as I entered, “There 
is a peculiar odor in the house. There 
is something dead around here. It’s 
upstairs. I think it is in the hall 
closet.” 

As soon as He said the words, I 
knew what He was talking about. 
There was a small hall closet up there 
on the landing just a few feet square, 
and in that closet behind lock and 
key I had one or two little personal 
things that I did not want anybody to 
know about. 

As I went up the stairs with Him 
the odor became stronger and strong- 
er. He pointed at the door and said, 
“It’s in there! Some dead thing!” 

I was angry. (That’s the only way 
I can put it.) I had given Him access 
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to the library, the dining room, the! 


drawing room, the workshop, the 
rumpus room, and now He was ask- 
ing me about a little two-by-four 
closet! 

“Well,” He said, reading my 
thoughts, “if you think I am going to 
stay up here on the second floor with 
this odor, you are mistaken.” And 
he started down the stairs. 

Now, let me tell you, when you have 
come to know and love Christ, the 
worst thing that can happen is to sense 
His fellowship retreating from you. I 
had to surrender. “Lord, I'll give you 


the key!” I called to Him sadly. “But | 


you'll have to open the closet and 
clean it out. I don’t have the strength 
to do it.” 

With trembling fingers I passed the 
key over to Him. He took it from my 
hand, walked over to the door, opened 
it, took out all the putrefying stuff 
that was rotting there and threw it 
away. Then He cleansed the closet, 


painted it, fixed it up, and did it all in | 


a moment’s time. 


Transferring the Title 


Then an idea came to me. I said to 
myself, “I have been trying to keep 
this heart of mine clean for Christ. 





But no sooner have I cleaned one 
room than another is dirty. I begin, 
on the second room and the first room 
becomes dusty again. I am tired and 
weary of trying to maintain a clean | 
heart and an obedient life.” 

So I ventured a question. I said, 
“Lord, is there any chance that You 
would take over the responsibility of 
the whole house and operate it for me 
just as You did that closet?” 

I saw His face light up as He re- 
plied, “That is what I came to do. | 
You cannot be a victorious Christian | 
in your own strength. Let Me do it 
through you and for you. But,” He 
added, “I am not owner of your house. 
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to proceed since the property is not | 
Mine.” | 

Dropping to my knees, I said, “From 
now on I am going to be the servant. 
You are going to be Lord.” 

Running as fast as I could to the 
strong box, I took out the title deed 
to the house, describing its assets and | 
liabilities, its situation and condition. 
Then returning to Him, eagerly I| 
signed it all over to Him for time and | 
eternity! 

“Here,” I said, “here it is, all that | 
I am and have forever. Now You} 
run the house.” 

So He took my life that day, and I 
can give you my word, there is no bet- | 
ter way to live the Christian life.

UNIT SEVEN 


THE RESURRECTION 
AND ‘THE LIFE 


HE public ministry of the Lord 

Jesus is brought to a close in John 
11 and 12 (the subject of this unit). 
In Chapter 12 we are in the last week 
before His death; by the beginning of 
Chapter 13, on the eve of it. 

John did not attempt to recount all 
or even many of the miracles of the 
Lord Jesus. He refers te many, as 
can be seen in various passages in 
the book, but singles out only seven 
for description. His word for these 
mighty acts is signs, as you may have 
noticed in 20:30. (The King James 
Version sometimes obscures this by 
using the word miracles for several 
different Greek words.) We have seen 
six of the signs in former units of our 
study. The seventh one, which con- 
clusively demonstrates the power of 
the Son of God, is described in chap- 
ter 11. It is the raising of Lazarus from 
the dead. You may want to compare 
the accounts in the other Gospels of 
the raising of two other persons: the 
daughter of Jairus (Matt. 9:18-26; 
Mark 5: 22-43; Luke 8:41-56) and 
the son of the widow of Nain (Luke 
7:11-17). 

How often man’s impatience seems 
to run counter to the purpose of God! 
An urgent message came to the Lord 
Jesus from the sisters of Lazarus. 
But when He received it He “abode 
two days still in the same place where 
He was” (11:6). Afterward, when 
Lazarus was dead (11:14), He started 
toward Bethany. The disciples on this 
occasion manifested some courage, 
for they had no doubt that danger

awaited both the Lord and _ the 
disciples themselves in Judea (11:8, 
16). 

The two sisters, Martha and Mary, 
were both believers in the Lord Jesus, 
but very different in many respects 
(see the account of the Lord’s visit 
to their home in Luke 10:38-43). 
Martha was a woman of action; Mary 
was more contemplative. Martha 
“went and met him” (11:20); Mary 
“sat still in the house” until He sum- 
moned her. 


+ Martua’s words to the Lord Jesus 
when she met Him (11:21) seem to 
have carried some reproach, as if to 
say, “Why didn’t you come sooner?” 
Yet it was in response to her an- 
guished, perhaps bitter, cry that the 
Lord Jesus gave these wonderful 
words of assurance:

“T am the resurrection, and the life: 
he that believeth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live; and 
whosoever liveth and believeth in me 
shall never die. Believest thou this?” 
(11:25, 26). 

When Mary came to the Lord Jesus 
in answer to His call, she said almost 
the same thing that her sister had 
said (11:32). In the Authorized Ver- 
sion the words are the same; but in 
the original the order is different, giv- 
ing a different emphasis. Martha’s 
words stressed the personal pronoun 
—‘“my brother.” Mary’s utterance was 
a statement of trust, as though she 
were saying, “You would have been 
able to keep him from dying.” 

There is further indication in the 
Bible text that this interpretation is 
correct. The bodily posture of Mary 
reflects her mental attitude: 

“She fell down at his feet, saying 
unto him, Lord, if thou hadst been 
here, my brother had not died” 
(11:32). 

Mary of Bethany is seen on only 
three occasions in the Gospel records. 
Significantly, on each of them, she 
is found at the feet of the Lord Jesus. 
She “sat at Jesus’ feet” (Luke 10:39); 
she “fell down at his feet” (John 
11:32); she “anointed the feet of 
Jesus” (John 12:3). She was a true 
disciple (learner) and a true wor- 
shiper. 

As always, the Lord supported His 
words by deeds. Having announced 
Himself as the “resurrection and the 
life,” He proceeded to raise Lazarus 
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from the dead. There is nothing con- 
tradictory in His open display of 
grief (11:35), for He is Son of Man 
as well as Son of God, and He sor- 
rowed with His friends who sorrowed, 
even though He knew that Lazarus 
was almost immediately to come forth 
in restored life. “We have not an high 
priest which cannot be touched with 
the feeling of our infirmities” (Heb. 
4:15}. 

In this miracle God’s glory was 
manifested (11:4, 40) as a sign to 
those who saw it, that they might be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus (11:42). 


Because I get this 
Annuity Check... 





+ Ir you have attended carefully to 
the record of John thus far, you can 
predict the responses of the people 
without even reading the Bible text. 
Some—thank God—believed on Him 
(11:45). But others went to tell the 
Pharisees, who, along with the lead- 
ing priests, called a council to plot 
against the Lord. 

We have seen before several spon- 
taneous but sporadic attempts of the 
crowd to kill Jesus when they were 
angered at what they supposed to be 
His blasphemy. This case is different 
in that it was a carefully laid scheme 
for getting rid of Him. Caiaphas, the 
high priest, although a contemptible 
person, by virtue of his office was 
enabled to speak truly prophetic 
words from God (11:49-52). 

Now the hour had almost come: 
“Then from that day forth they took 
counsel together for to put him to 
death” (11:53). 

Another Passover was approaching, 
probably the fourth during the Lord’s 
ministry (especially if the feast of 
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ABS Annuity Checks that bring 
you so many blessings-also bring 
the Gospel to Hungry Hearts 


5:1 was a Passover). For more than 
three years He had walked and taught 
among the people. “He was in the 
world, and the world was made by 
him, and the world knew him not” 
(1:10). Imagine the suspense in Jeru- 
salem as people everywhere were 
speculating, “What think ye, that he 
will not come to the feast?” (11:56). 


+ THE supper described at this point 
(12:1-9) is the same one mentioned 
in Matthew 26:6-13 and Mark 14:3-9, 
where additional details are given. It 
is only here in John that the woman 
is identified as Mary, the sister of 
Martha and Lazarus. John had al- 
ready alluded to the incident in re- 
counting Lazarus’ illness (11:2). 
Mary, by her act of devotion (12:3), 
showed that she had understood and 
believed the teaching which she had 
heard at the feet of her Lord. Ap- 
parently no one else grasped as ac- 
curately as she the truth about His 
coming death for the sins of the world. 
The Lord’s word concerning her is 
tender and commendatory: 
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the day of my burying hath she kept 
this” (12:7). In the parallel accounts 
He remarks that this act of hers will 
be told for a memorial of her wher- 
ever the gospel is proclaimed. 


+ TuIs passage furnishes an instance 
of the confusion that results when 


| people are not careful in Bible study. 


A common error links this scene with 
the one in Luke 7:37, 38, where a 
woman “which was a sinner” anointed 
the Lord Jesus’ feet. These are two 
different occasions and two different 
women. The anointing by the sinful 
woman was comparatively early in 


| Christ’s ministry, in the house of a 


Pharisee called Simon (Luke 7:36, 
40); this anointing by Mary in the 
house of “Simon the leper” (Matthew 
26:6) was late in our Lord’s ministry, 
in fact during the last week before 
His death. 

As if this mistaken identification of 
two different events were not confus- 


| ing enough, many have gone on to 
| increase the confusion by identifying 
| the sinful woman in Luke 7 with Mary 





Magdalene (Luke 8:2), though there 
is no connection between them, and 
further identifying Mary Magdalene 
with Mary of Bethany! This should be 
a warning to all of us te be extremely 


careful in our handling of the “word 
of truth” (II Tim. 2:15). 
When Mary performed her act of 


faith and devotion, the true character 


| of Judas Iscariot, already alluded to 


was plainly 


by the Lord (6:70, 71), 
delineated (12:4-6). 


+ Ir is customary to call the next 
scene the Triumphal Entry. The 
| Scripture presents it as  Christ’s 


formal offer of Himself as King to 
the nation of Israel, as prophesied 
in the Old Testament (see especially 
Zech. 9:9). In order to discover all 
the details of this striking event, one 
should read the parallel accounts in 
all of the Gospels (Matt. 21:4-9; Mark 
11:7-10; Luke 19: 35-38). 

The Greeks who approached Philip 
had a most legitimate desire: “Sir, we 
would see Jesus” (12:21). The close 
association of Philip and Andrew has 
been noticed before (6:7, 8). 

In contrast to those former declara- 
tions that His hour had not yet come, 
the Lord Jesus, anticipating His im- 
pending death, now announced, “The 
hour is come, that the Son of man 
should be glorified” (12:23). 

The great discourse on the “corn 
(grain) of wheat” develops the prin- 
ciple that life and blessing can come 
only through the Lord’s death: “Ex- 
cept a corn of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abideth alone: but 
if it die, it bringeth forth much fruit” 


| (12:24). 


The hour for which He had come 
into the world was now approaching. 
Christ was soon to be lifted up in 
death. That 12:32 is a distinct refer- 
ence to the cross is proved by 12:33. 

Still there are the doubts and ques- 
tionings from the crowd. The nation 
generally is described in these solemn 
words: “But though he had done so 
many miracles before them, yet they 
believed not on him” (12:37). 

Isaiah’s prophecy (A.V., “Esaias”) 
is cited in 12:38-41 concerning the un- 
belief of the people. Two passages are 
quoted—Isaiah 53:1 and 6:10. The 
second quotation is taken from the 
record of the vision which Isaiah had 
of the LORD, and John declares that 
at that time Isaiah saw “his [Christ’s] 
glory” (12:41). 

Thus John’s account of the public 
ministry of Christ comes to a close. 
Tension is high. Belief and unbelief 
are in deadly combat. In the next 
section of the Gospel, our Lord, on 
the night before His death, turns to 
a necessary and beneficial private 
ministry to His own.

IN THE STruoDY 


Jerusalem in Literature and Art 


As Far as I know, no Bible diction- 
ary or encyclopedia has ever consid- 
ered the influence of a biblical char- 
acter, passage, or city in literature, art 
and music. In fact, a whole dictionary 
could be constructed on this material 
alone. Recently I was asked by my 
good friend, Dr. Merrill Tenney, Dean 
of the Graduate School of Wheaton 
College, and one of our best New 
Testament scholars, to write some arti- 
cles for a forthcoming dictionary of 
which he is the editor-in-chief. I refer 
to The New Pictorial Bible Dictionary 
to be published in 1962, by the Zon- 
dervans of Grand Rapids. 

In writing the article on Jerusalem, 
I concluded it with some more or less 
extensive references to the subject of 
Jerusalem in literature, art, and mu- 
sic, and I thought that following my 
extensive series of articles on Jeru- 
salem in prophecy, many might be 
interested in possessing this additional 
material. I am very grateful to the 
Zondervan Publishing House for gra- 
ciously granting me permission to re- 
print this material in these columns, 
at least a year before their dictionary 
will be available. 

Jerusalem as a Term With Spiritual 
Connotation. There is no doubt about 
it that even in the Old Testament, 
Jerusalem, especially when referred 
to as Zion, sometimes was used to ex- 
press spiritual rather than geographi- 
cal or historical ideas. In the New 
Testament, such interpretations are 
several times recognized. The Apostle 
Paul, in an _ enigmatical passage, 
speaks of “Jerusalem that is above is 
free, which is our mother” (Gal. 
5:26). The writer of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, in a passage that is also 
fraught with difficulties, tells these 
Hebrew Christians that they have al- 
ready “Come unto Mount Zion, and 
unto the city of the living God, the

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heavenly Jerusalem” (12:22). The 
exalted conception of the yet-to-come 
New Jerusalem, as set forth in the 
Apocalypse, is well known to every- 
one. (Rev. 3:12; 21:2 ff.) 

The greater Church Fathers, such 
as Jerome, Chrysostom, Augustine, 
etc., almost unanimously interpreted 
Zion of the Psalms and Prophets (I 
am not defending this exegesis) as 
references to the Church. (See, for 
example, their interpretations of 
Psalm 48, as collected in J. M. Neale 
and R. F. Littledale: A Commentary 
on the Psalms: from Primitive and 
Mediaeval Writers, II 136-150). Even 
the Crusaders merged earthly and 
heavenly ideas in their determination 
to repossess the Holy Sepulchre (See 
Ray C. Perty: Christian Eschatology 
and Social Thought, New York, 1956, 
pp. 123-132). 

In the fourteenth century, wholly 
divorced from the earthly site, Walter 
Hylton (d.1396), an Augustinian 
canon of Thugarten in Nottingham- 
shire, wrote the once widely-read 
mystical Ladder of Perfection, in 
which the progress of the soul in this 
life is likened to a pilgrimage to Jeru- 
salem. 

Above all is John Bunyan’s (1628- 
1688), The Holy City; or, The New 
Jerusalem, which appeared in 1665, 
thirteen years before the first part of 
the far-more important Pilgrim’s 
Progress. This is an allegorical treat- 
ment of Rev. 21:10—22:4 (I wonder 
why he omitted 21:1-9), and his in- 
terpretations would be accepted by 
very few today. The Holy City here 
is “the Gospel church, returning out 
of her long and anti-Christian captiv- 
ity.” Thus, “the building of this wall, 
that is here spoken of, it must be 
understood, is the recovering again the 
purity of those doctrines, in which the 
Lord Jesus, with all his benefits, is 
found and made ours for our ever- 
lasting defence and safety.” 

Jerusalem in Christian Hymns. As 
early as the sixth (or, possibly, the 





seventh) century, a great hymn was 
created by the Latin Church, known 
by its first two lines as Urbs beata 
Hierusalem, dicta pacis visio, trans- 
lated by J. M. Neale (1851) as Blessed 
City, heavenly Salem, vision dear of 
peace and love (for a full discussion, 
see John Julian: Dictionary of Hym- 
nology, pp. 1198-1200). 

A notable hymn, Jerusalem, the 
Golden, is a part of one of the most 
important compositions of the later 
Middle Ages, De Contemptu Mundi, 
of Bernard de Morlaux (of Cluny), 
of the 12th century. The entire poem 
extends to some 3,000 lines, and is 
devoted to the subject of the advent 
of Christ to judgment, with the pur- 
pose of persuading men to have only 
contempt for the world. It is from the 
section beginning Hora novissima, 
that the great hymn Jerusalem, the 
Golden derives. (See Julian 532-534. 
The entire work is translated by 
Henry Preble, with extensive notes, 
in the American Journal of Theology, 
1906, X, 72-101, 286-308, 496-516. 
There was a critical edition published 
by H. C. Hoskier, 1929. See also J. M. 
Neale: The Rhythm of Bernard de 
Morlaix, Monk of Cluny, on the Ce- 
lestial Country, London, 1859. The 
cantos beginning Urbs Syon indyta, 
form our hymn known as Hail Zion, 
City of Our God.) 

From a fifteenth century manu- 
script comes a less familiar hymn, 
Jerusalem luminosa, beginning, in the 
English form, Light’s abode, Celestial 
Salem (See Julian 579, 580). 

The hymn Jerusalem, My Happy 
Home, of about the beginning of the 
seventeenth century, by an unknown 
author, in its original form extended 
to twenty-six stanzas of four lines 
each. It began to appear in English 
hymn books as early as 1693, and from 
then on some of its stanzas may be 
found in almost all of the major hymn 
books of the church. (See Julian 580- 
583: H. Bonar: New Jerusalem, 1852; 
etc.). The well-known Jerusalem on 
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High, by Samuel Crossman (1624-| 
1684) was first published in 1664. John $

Thomas Sed- 
don (1821-1856) who accompanied 
Holman Hunt to the Holy Land, 1853, 
devoted five months to his moving 
Jerusalem and the Valley of Jeho- 
shaphat (see E. T. Cook: Popular 
Handbook to the Tate Gallery, I, 1898 
pp. 51-55). A painting by Thomas 
Hovenden (1840-1895), Jerusalem, the 
Golden, is in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art: another, by F. E. Church 
(1826-1900), Jerusalem from the 
Mount of Olives, hangs in Cooper 
Union, New York City: and the Jeru- 
salem of Oskar Kokoschka hangs in 
the Detroit Institute of Arts.

Old Testament History 


AN OUTLINE OF OLD TESTAMENT HISTORY, by Charles F. Pfeiffer 
(Moody Press, Chicago, 160 pages, $1.50) 


T® need for a concise, up-to-date 
treatment of the history of Old 


| Testament times has been met to a 
considerable extent by the author of 


this book. He regards the Bible as 


| the inspired word of God to men and 


terms it “the one indispensable tool 
for a knowledge of Bible history.” 
At the same time he recognizes and 
uses extensively the primary sources, 
such as the inscriptions on stone and 
the cuneiform clay tablets discovered 
during the last century throughout 
Egypt and Mesopotamia. 

Dr. Pfeiffer clearly states that there 
is a distinct philosophy of history 
throughout the Bible. Its writers 
aimed to glorify God; to reveal Him 
as sovereign in wisdom, power, holi- 
ness and love; and to produce an at- 
titude of faith and obedience. 

The writer gives us a_ well-pro- 
portioned condensation of the mass of 
historical material in the Old Testa- 
ment. In simple, clearly outlined style 
he covers the period from the creation 
to the Roman occupation of Jerusalem 
in 63 B.C. The biblical data is en- 
hanced and elucidated by constant 
well-chosen reference to the con- 
temporary historical records dis- 
covered by the archaeologists. A 
rather extensive bibliography of rec- 
ommended works in Old Testament 
history is included. 

While the general tenor of the book 
is good, unfortunately it contains 


enough inaccuracies to lead the un- 
wary Bible student astray in a num- 
ber of details. For example, important 
Aramaean states arose during the 
twelfth and eleventh centuries B.C., 
not “after the tenth century B.C.” (p. 
29). Israel did not march “through 
Moab” p. 45), but around it as well as 
around Edom. The tribe of Dan had 
difficulty in maintaining itself in its 
tribal territory because of the Amor- 
ites (Jud. 1:34), not because of the 
Philistines—who did not arrive in 
Palestine in force until after 1200 B.C. 
The tribe of Ephraim, not Benjamin, 
did not take part in helping Jephthah 
(p. 58). 

The Ammonites (I Sam. 11), not the 
Philistines, besieged Jabesh-gilead 
(pp. 61, 67). Tarshish was almost 
certainly located in or near Spain, not 
in or near India (p. 79). It is incor- 
rect to place the siege of Samaria in 
II Kings 6, 7, during the reign of Joash 
(p. 93); it was Benhadad I, not II, who 
besieged the city when Jehoram was 
king. It was Elijah (II Chron. 21:12), 
not Elisha, who remonstrated with 
Jehoram, King of Judah (p. 103). 

As a study guide for Bible college 
and institute students, the value of 
the book would be increased by a 
much greater use of Scripture refer- 
ences. If these drawbacks can be 
rectified in a later edition, this will be 
an excellent handbook for the study 
of Old Testament history.—John Rea.

C. S. Lewis Essays 


THE WORLD’S LAST NIGHT AND 
OTHER ESSAYS, by C. S. Lewis 
(Harcourt, Brace and Company, 
New York, 113 pages, $3.00) 


Seven articles by a well-known 
Christian apologist now a teacher at 
Cambridge, written in his usual pun- 
gent, thought-provoking style. Though 
in a few points we might differ from 
Mr. Lewis, yet on the whole his writ- 
ing is scriptural and stimulating. He 
possesses the notable ability of ex- 
pressing deep theological truths in 
understandable language with a mini- 
mum _ of _ professional theological 
jargon. 

This reviewer was especially helped 
by the articles on “The Efficacy of 
Prayer,’ “On Obstinacy in Belief” 
and “The World’s Last Night” (from 
which the volume draws its title). In 
the latter, Lewis does not discuss or 
recognize the distinction between the 
rapture and the revelation, but he does 
argue convincingly for the reality of 
the second coming of Christ and its 
imminency. He says of the Lord 
Jesus that “His teaching in the Scrip- 
tures quite clearly consisted of three 
propositions: (1) that He will cer- 
tainly return, (2) that we cannot pos- 
sibly find out when, and (3) that 
therefore we must always be ready for 
Him” (page 107).—G. Coleman Luck 


Science and God 


THE EVIDENCE OF GOD IN AN 
EXPANDING UNIVERSE, edited 
by John C. Monsma (Putnam, New 
York, 250 pages, $3.75) 


This is an unusual book. Forty 
men, all trained as scientists, give 
expression to their belief in the exist- 
ence of God and the evidences of His 
hand in the universe. 

In the face of present-day skepti- 
cism and even atheism, in many quar- 
ters, a book of this kind is welcomed. 
Its basic premise is that “science can 
establish, by the observed facts of 
Nature and intellectual argumenta- 
tion, that a super-human Power 
exists.” While, as the editor states, 
special revelation is needed to identify 
and describe this Power, atheism is 
effectively answered by proceeding 
from the main thesis. 

The fields of science represented 
are varied. Physics, mathematics, 
chemistry, zoology, biochemistry, ge- 
netics, astronomy, chemical engineer- 
ing, medicine, along with other areas, 
are drawn upon to illustrate principles 
of design, providence and intelligence

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in the universe. Specialists in each 
field, writing from their own expe- 
rience, have presented a strong argu- 
ment for God and His relationship to 
creation. 

To students and pastors, partic- 









ularly, this book should prove valu- 
able. Though popularly written, it 
supplies effective illustrations of many 
of the basic truths of Scripture con- 
cerning the nature and activity of God. 
While there is variety in viewpoints, 
the central argument presented is con- 
sistent. The discerning reader will 
gain from a reading of this volume.— |

OES your congregation hear well? 

Do those latecomers in the last 
pew have to cup a hand to their ear to 
hear the sermon? Or do the old faith- 
fuls up front shrink in their seats be- 
cause of the blast? What about the 
men in the choir, the mothers in the 
nursery, those in the overflow room? 
Can they comfortably hear all parts 
of the service? 

Today, with congregations and 
churches the size that they are, it is 
rarely that we find a church without 
a public address system of some kind. 
But just a microphone, an amplifier 
and several speakers (the basic parts 
of a P.A. system) placed rather hap- 
hazardly will not guarantee an effec- 
tive sound system. The system must 
be properly planned in order to do the 
job. 

In one church recently the soloist 
was bothered by an echo as she sang— 
an echo caused by poor speaker place- 
ment. The choir director was then 
forced to fumble with the controls of 
the P.A. system located on the pulpit 
shelf. With the volume turned down 
the soloist was content and the con- 
gregation could also hear the music. 
Out in the overflow room, however, 
worshipers were left high and dry— 
without music and without any ex- 
planation. Then, to make matters 
worse, the choir director forgot to turn 
it back up for the remainder of the 
service.

the sound is clear, without echo and 
at the same volume throughout the 
entire auditorium. 

Speaker placement depends on room 
design and size. Make sure you have 
enough speakers properly spaced. In | 
the overflow room have a separate | 
unit to control all the speakers at once. 

The nursery presents a_ special | 
problem—children. Speakers must be 
adjusted so the service can be heard 
over the noise, and yet not be so loud 
that it is annoying. One way to ac- 
complish this is to have several speak- 
ers adjusted at a lower level rather 
than one turned up loud.

I remember one church where the 
nursery was adjacent to the audi- 
torium and separated by large glass 
panels, so mothers could both hear 
and see the service. The room was 
long and narrow with only one speak- 
er at the front. When it was ad- 
justed for normal volume, those in the 
front heard adequately but those in 
the back could not hear at all. When 
it was adjusted so those in the rear 
could hear, it was then too loud for 
those in front. The solution was sim- 
ple and inexpensive. A corner speaker 
was placed in the back, and both front 
and back speakers were adjusted so 
that all could hear equally. 

Each speaker system must have its 
own control unit as well as an adjust- |

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ment for each speaker. For example, 
suppose the entire church sound sys- 
tem is operated from one amplifier 
(that part of the P.A. system which 
increases the volume going into the 
speakers). If the main volume on 
the amplifier is adjusted, it will affect 
all the speakers. If the amplifier is 
turned up or down to satisfy condi- 
tions the auditorium, then the 
volume in the nursery and other 
rooms may not be at the proper listen- 
ing level. A separate control for each 
room will eliminate this problem. 


in 


* WuerE should microphones be 
placed? Smaller churches need only 
a pulpit microphone for congregational 
listening. However, for churches with 
additional rooms it is necessary to put 
a microphone above the choir and 
even at the piano. The choir micro- 
phone will also pick up the organ. 
Larger churches, of course. need these 
extra microphones for the congrega- 
tion to hear as well. 

Placement of the choir microphone 
for good balance is largely by trial and 


error. Usually three to five feet 
above the first row of the choir is 
sufficient. This aids congregational 


singing for those in other rooms. 

Most standard P.A. amplifiers pro- 
vide for two or three microphones and 
a record changer. If more micro- 
phones are needed, external mixers 
can be purchased. An external mixer 
is a unit which plugs into one of the 
microphone channels on the P.A. 
amplifier. This in turn handles two 
or three additional microphones. 
Thus, it is possible to change a single 
microphone input on the amplifier so 
that it will handle two or three micro- 
phones. 

Other possible locations for micro- 
phones are at the baptistry and com- 
munion table. 

If no special booth is designed for 
the P.A. amplifier, the rear of the 
auditorium may be best. In this way 
adjustments can be made without dis- 
tracting worshipers, and the operator 
can hear the way the service sounds 
to the congregation. Many churches 
use a side room for the amplifier. 


| This is out of the way and eliminates 


distraction. However, the operator 
has no idea how the service sounds in 
the auditorium. 

It is possible to use a remote control 
unit somewhere in the rear of the 
auditorium and have the amplifier at 
the front or ina side room. This way 
the adjustments can be made from 


| either position. Of course, the poorest 


place for the amplifier is near the 
pulpit. The pastor has enough respon- 
sibilities without operating the P.A.

system, but do spend what is needed. 
When considering a P.A. system fo: 
your church, call in a sound enginee: 
—not just a repairman or hi-fi fan. 
Good advice might cost, but it will 
certainly pay in the long run. Expect 
trouble if you install cheap equipment. 

Some churches are designed so the 
one at the pulpit can be heard well 
without additional help. If the church 
auditorium does not need sound rein- 
forcement, don’t use it. It can be very 
annoying to be in an auditorium with 
proper acoustical design, where a P.A. 
is so loud that it is on the verge of 
ringing, or where the sound bounces 
around, giving an echo effect. 

If you’re in the process of selecting 
or installing a P.A. system, here are a 
few hints on equipment. 

Choose an amplifier that has the 
proper wattage and enough micro- 
phone and phono inputs to suit your 
needs. How do you determine this? 
Simply multiply the number of speak- 
ers used times the wattage rating of 
each speaker. For example if you are 
using four 10-watt speakers in the 
auditorium and four 5-watt speakers 
in the additional rooms, you would 
need 4 times 10=40 watts and 4 times 
5=20 watts, or at least a 60-watt 
amplifier. One manufacturer suggests, 
that you approximate the necessary 
wattage, then choose the next larger 
size. 

Be sure the speakers are properly 
rated. That is, if you need 10-watt 
speakers, make sure they are rated for 
at least ten watts and not something 
less. An underrated speaker is apt to 
burn out if it is fed too much power. 
A power rating of about ten watts is 
usually sufficient. 

Use “low-impedance” broadcast 
type microphones (Get any hi-fi fan 
to explain this to you). Since P.A. 
amplifier inputs are what engineers 
call “hi impedance,” a microphone 
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matching transformer must be used 
with each. Hi-impedance microphones 
can only be used for short distances— 
about ten to twenty-five feet from the 
P.A. amplifier, while low-impedance 
microphones can be used for almost 
any distance. 


+ FINALLY, make sure the system is 
properly installed. 

The responsibility of operating the 
P.A. system should rest with two or 
three people acquainted with the sys- 
tem. If no one in particular is ap- 
pointed, chaos could easily result. 

One church had their overflow room 
in the rear of the auditorium, where 
latecomers were obliged to sit. The 
speakers were mounted in the ceiling 
and controlled separately from those 
in the auditorium. During a recent 
service no less than four different 
people changed the volume and tone 
controls. At the beginning of the 
service it was difficult to hear, but at 
the close it was impossible. 

When we choose a pastor, choir di- 
rector or youth leader, we carefully 
consider qualifications and _ back- 


ground. But when it comes to select- 
ing an operator who can make their 
ministry heard, almost anyone who 
can turn on a radio is permitted to 
use (or mis-use) it. 


When the P.A. system is installed, 
make certain there are written in- 
structions for its use, with diagrams 
showing where the speakers and con- 
trols are located, as well as the loca- 
tion of microphone outlets. A P.A. 
system is not of much value if no one 
is familiar with the layout. 

In one church I know the P.A. sys- 
tem was handled by the pastor’s son, 
who was the only one who knew the 
layout. When he went off to college, 
ali they could use was the pulpit 
microphone. This could have been 
avoided if a functional diagram had 
been filed in the church office or at- 
tached somewhere near the amplifier. 

Any piece of sound equipment 
needs periodic maintenance, regard- 
less of its cost. This includes checking 
and replacing weak tubes, repairing 
worn microphone cables and gen- 
erally inspecting the unit. If this is 
done about twice a year, the equip- 
ment will last much longer and give 
little or no trouble. 

In my work I use four amplifiers; 
they are on about twelve hours a day, 
seven days a week. These amplifiers 
have been in operation for the past 
two years, with only weak tube re- 
placement. This means the same am- 
plifiers would have served a church 
for about thirty years—an average of 


five hours per week. Maintenance 
pays! 

The planning, installation and main- 
tenance of an adequate sound system 
in your church deserves careful con- 
sideration. Are you sure that this 
aspect of your church’s ministry is 


receiving the attention it should? Enp

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» At the moment I’m engulfed in 
melodic instrumental music from 
London. This is THE MICKELSON 
TOUCH, Word Records (8056-LP). 
Once again this profilic personality 
has given us some beautiful, easy- 
listening instrumentations via strings, 
horns and brass, with some trombone 
solos interspersed. The soloist has a 
nice tone, and does a very conven- 
tional job in all of his playing. I feel 
he could have loosened up and en- 
joyed the spiritual Swing Low a little 
more. He has a nice high register and 
uses it quite frequently in such selec- 
tions as Submission and Swing Low. 

The over-all orchestral sound 
doesn’t come through quite as freely 
and inspired as some of Mickelson’s 
earlier work with this group. Some 
of the arrangements, although lovely, 
sound unlike him in their rather con- 
ventional settings. Yet, throughout, 
the life of the music exists in his 
changing mood, key and tempo. 

My Task, in which trombonist Jock 
Baines firmly hits high C, is com- 
mendable. Lead Kindly Light and 
Bless This House are nice. The frost- 
ing on the cake is their very light and 
lilting rendition of Springs of Living 
Water. 


» While we’re still on the instru- 
mental side, let’s catch some of the 
jubilance of The Houghton College 
Trumpet Trio in their album, TRIO

When Human Wisdom Fails 
Job 21:19-34 


MEMORY SELECTION: The fear 
of the Lord, that is wisdom; and to 
depart from evil is understanding.— 


Job 28:28 


Keep in Mind 

There is no area where human wis- 
dom fails more than in judgment. In 
the attempt to have objective judg- 
ment we say it must be detached. Yet 


| detached judgment can be cold and 


unjust, ignoring human factors which 
ought to be considered. On the other 
hand, one can be so subjective that 
judgment is a matter of prejudice, for 
or against. Should a teacher consider 
only a set of figures in determining 
a student’s grade, or should he con- 
sider such factors as effort, faithful- 
ness, language barrier and psycholog- 
ical conditions? In either case there 
is likely to be an unconscious perver- 
sion of judgment. 

In the book of Job we see men who 
are mere spectators of a situation try- 
ing to pass detached judgment on it, 
and the man who is in the situation 
making his own estimate of it. Both 
are wrong, though there are elements 


| of right in both. More and more we 


Se A SD SE CY CD SD ee ee np 
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learn that only God is capable of final 
judgment, and we ought to be glad 
indeed that He is the final judge. 


Consider These Points 

1. The answer of the friends. There 
is a monotonous strain’ running 
through the vaunted wisdom of Job’s 
three friends. They could discover 
no other reason for his suffering than 


| his sin, and the more he affirmed his 


| their accusations. 
| reasoning, 


integrity the more strenuous became 
According to their 
the righteousness which 
had won him high repute in former 
days was only a cover for evil-doing. 


| Eliphaz was the first of the three to 


propound the heartless theory. “Who 
ever perished, being innocent? or 
where were the righteous cut off?” 
(4:7). Job is only reaping what he 
sowed. His harvest of trouble springs 
from a sowing of wickedness. Bildad 
sings the same song, with a few 
extra trills. “If thou wert pure and

upright, surely now he would awake 
for thee, and make the habitation of 
thy righteousness prosperous” (8:6). 
God’s silence in the face of Job’s 
trouble was proof of Job’s sinfulness. 
Zophar is even harsher. “Know there- 
fore that God exacteth of thee less 
than thine iniquity deserveth” (11:6). 
There are some variations in the song. 
Bildad introduces the thought that it 
may be Job’s children who have 
sinned, bringing upon him and them- 
selves swift judgment (8:4). Ap- 
parently one of them had also sug- 
gested that Job might be suffering for 
the evil deeds of his father, or one 
before him, for Job seems to refer to 
such a statement in 21:19 (see ASV). 
All this reminds us of the question of 
the disciples concerning the man born 
blind (John 9:2). 

2. The answer of Job. It is pos- 
sible to find examples to “prove” al- 
most anything. No doubt the friends 
of Job could have cited many cases of 
wicked men being reduced to sore 
straits and reaping the reward of their 
iniquity. So they generalized that 
any desolating trouble was the result 
of sin. Job turned the tables on them. 
He could point to many a wicked man 
whose life was a bed of roses. Health 
and prosperity were heaped on him all 
his days, and he went down to death 
without long sickness and suffering. 
His children, continuing in his godless 
behavior, danced their way through 
life with scarcely a care. 

So Job made a case for the advan- 
tages of being wicked to counteract 
his friends’ accusations. He shows, 
indeed, that some wicked men have 
things good all their days, while others 
have only sorrow (21:23-26). All he 
is concerned about is to show that 
their argument is invalid. The an- 
swer must be beyond this life. Prince 
and pauper alike go down to the grave 
with the riddle still unsolved. But 
there is a day of wrath, a day of re- 
payment. In all this Job shows the 
weakness of his friends’ wisdom, but 
he has no solution for the dilemma. 
Human wisdom is inadequate. We 
need a word from God. That word 
comes later in the book, and finally 
in the person of Christ.

Consider These Points 

1. Job’s Repentance (vv. 1-6). The 
majesty and might of God have given 
Job a new perspective, a new sense of 
values. He has been brought face to 
face with omnipotence and omnis- 
cience. 
serve the invincible purposes of God. 
In view of this, how trivial his own 
boasted knowledge and wisdom! He 
now has no judgment to pass on the 
stupid speeches of his friends, no 
denunciations of their false philoso- 
phies. He has enough stupidity of his 
own to care for, and to confess. It is 
interesting to note how certain chal- 
lenging phrases which God used have 
stuck in Job’s mind, and he recalls 
them as part of what has brought him 
to time (v. 3, echoing 38:2; v. 4, echo- 
ing 38.3 and 40:7). It was a personal 
encounter with God that brought 
Job to humble submission. Hearsay 
knowledge about God was incapable 
of bowing his confident heart. 

2. Job’s Vindication (vv. 7-9). All 
the way through, these three friends 


and with that Job was | 
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A Little Kit of Teacher’s Tools 
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had been trying to convince Job that 
he was a sinner, and that he was suf- 
fering for his evil deeds. All the way 
through, Job had denied the charges 
and refused their explanation. At 
last God sides with Job against his 
accusers. True, Job had spoken be- 
yond his knowledge, but what he had 
said about God was basically right, 
while their concept of God was 
basically wrong. Twice over God 
charges the three with false state- 
ments about Him, while vindicating 
Job’s position. But the vindication 
goes farther. The three must offer sac- 
rifice for their sin, and their accept- 
ance is made to depend upon Job’s 
mediation. If Job will stand for them 
in intercession, they will be forgiven. 
“And the Lord accepted Job.” Here is 
a priesthood committed to this tor- 
tured man, and he accepts it on behalf 
of his tormentors. Is there not a 
miniature of Christ here? 

3. Job’s Restoration (vv. 10-17). 
The restoration began with the inter- 
cession. There were several aspects 
of the recovery. 

(a) Material. This was seen in the 
doubling of former possessions, lost in 
the series of catastrophes—sheep, 
camels, oxen, and asses. 

(b) Social. His friends swarmed 
back. To be sure, they were fair- 
weather friends, who buzzed around 
him like bees in the days of his 
prosperity, and deserted him when 
calamity struck. But Job’s place in 
society was secured, and, by way of 
peace offering for their desertion, 
each one of them brought him a silver 
coin and a gold earring. 

(c) Domestic. Notice that he had 
the same number of children after his 
loss as before (1:2; 42:13). Why were 
not they doubled also? The death of 
an ox is a dead loss, but the death of 
a believing person is different. Our 
departed loved ones are not lost. Job 
had not “lost” his children. They had 
gone before, so with the same num- 
ber added, he had double. It is inter- 
esting to see the emphasis on the 
daughters—beauty queens, all three 
of them! 

(d) Physical. Nothing is said about 
the healing of his boils, but the vigor 
and length of his after-life indicate 
a full recovery to health and strength. 
The one hundred and forty years after 
the disaster were probably double the 
years before. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Since our knowledge is incom- 
plete, let us see that our talk does not 
go beyond our knowledge. 

2. Praying for others is the surest 
escape from our own captivity. 
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3. Be a friend at all times, not only 
in good times. 





May 7 
Out of the Heart 
Proverbs 3:1-8; 4:20-23; Luke 6:43-45 


MEMORY SELECTION: Keep thy 
heart with all diligence; for out of it 
are the issues of life-—Proverbs 4:23 


Keep in Mind 

In our lesson portions the heart is 
mentioned seven times, and in each 
case with moral significance. We must 
remember that this is a figurative 
usage. The heart is a physical organ, 
a large and powerful muscle which 
keeps pumping blood through 
body. As such a physical organ the 
heart has no more moral quality than 
the stomach. It has neither love nor 
pity nor reverence. Yet, because of 
its central place in the body, and be- 
cause of its vital function, it has been 
spoken of figuratively as the seat of 
the affections, and indeed of the en- 
tire moral nature. Such usage re- 
minds us that there are inner springs 
in a man’s being. Brawn and brain 
are not the whole man, and if the 
whole man is going to be what he 
ought to be, the processes must begin 
in that interior man which is beyond 
the reach of physicians. It may be of 
interest, although not quite so aes- 
thetic, to remember that in some lan- 
guages and cultures the stomach and 
even the lower intestines have been 
used in this same figurative and moral 
sense. 


Consider These Points 

1. The Heart and Obedience (Prov. 
3:1). Keeping the commandments is 
not just preserving them as a literary 
curiosity or a moral standard to be 
admired. Keeping the commandments 
means obedience. Yet it is something 
more than outward conformity to 
rules. 
conformity simply to escape punish- 
ment, or to curry favor, or even to 
cover rebellion. True obedience is a 
condition of the heart—taking pleas- 
ure in doing all the will of God. It 
was concerning physical stature that 
God said to Samuel, “Man looketh on 
the outward appearance, but the Lord 
looketh on the heart” (I Sam. 16:7). 
But the same is true in other respects. 
The heart attitude to His law is what 
God is looking at. 

2. The Heart and Virtue (Prov. 
3:3). The two virtues here mentioned 
might be best described as compassion 
and fidelity. Here again, it is possible 
to give outward recognition to the 
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| There can, for instance, be charity. 


without compassion, and an outward 
adherence to duty without the bond 
of true fidelity. “This people draw 


| near me with their mouth, and with 
their lips do honour me, but have 


removed their heart far from me,” 
(Isa. 29:13) was God’s complaint con- 
cerning Israel. Their religious “de- 
votions” were punctilious and correct, 
but that is no substitute for devotion. 

3. The Heart and Faith (Prov. 3.5). 
There can be an academic believing 
which falls far short of faith. Faith 
is an attitude of the total man, a re- 
posing of complete confidence in the 
object of trust. Here we are warned 
that our own understanding is not 
worthy of such confidence. For one 


| thing, we cannot be sure that we are 


in possession of all the factors in any 


' situation, nor can we infallibly relate 


the factors and arrive at an inerrant 
conclusion. Only God is worthy of 
absolute trust, and our heart must be 
disciplined to exercise it, applying to 
Him for guidance at each step. Only 
then shall we walk in the paths of 
righteousness and life. 

4. The Heart and Counsel (Prov. 
4:20-22). Not only the command- 
ments of God, but His counsels must 
sink into the heart. Our Lord Him- 
self had the “words” and “sayings” of 
Holy Scripture so stored up in His 
heart that He was able to use them as 
an instrument of defense or offense or 
instruction or comfort with amazing 


| deftness and effectiveness. It was not 
| a matter of having them learned by 


rote, but treasured in the heart. It is 
laying up God’s word in the store- 
house of our affection that makes it 
available for use. It is then that the 
Holy Spirit brings it to remembrance, 
and it becomes life and health to us. 

5. The Heart and Life (Prov. 4:23; 
Luke 6: 43-45). This verse in Proverbs 
could well be inscribed around the 
words of our Lord as summing up 


_ their truth and making the application. 


Not only obedience and virtue and 
faith are matters of the heart, but the 
whole of life flows from these inner 
springs. What a man is inwardly he 
will ultimately display outwardly. He 


| may for a time, like the barren fig 


tree, make a great display of false 
profession, but the truth will come 


| out, and he will be known for what 


he is. The heart, then, is where the

Discipline in the Home 
Proverbs 4:1-4; 10:1; 13:24; 20:11;

Keep in Mind 

1. The Hebrew proverb has gen- 
erally a much stronger religious flavor 
than our western proverbs, which are 
usually little bits of worldly wisdom, 
such as “A stitch in time saves nine,” 
or “Mony mickles mak’ a muckle” 
(Scottish). The Hebrew proverbs are | 
mostly in the moral realm, or touching | 
on the fear of God. 

2. There is a definite literary form | 
attached to the Hebrew proverb. The 
purest form is the distich, with its two 
balanced parts, sometimes in contrast, 
sometimes in apposition. In the light 
of this, see which parts of the lesson 
are pure proverbs and which are not. 

3. The Proverbs passages in our 
lesson have to do with home discipline, 
and the same is true of the New Testa- 
ment portion. It would be a profitable 
exercise to look up all the verses in 
Proverbs which deal with home rela- 
tionships, and do the same in the New 
Testament. These passages could then 
be put in categories—husband and 
wife, parent, child, etc. Here would 
be a home manual better than any on 
the market. 





Consider These Points 

1. Three reasons for obedience 
(Prov. 4:1-4). The teacher-father of 
this portion calls his word “my law.” 
That implies authority. He calls for 
obedience also because his teaching is 
“good,” and will give good under- 
standing. Then He declares that his | 
instructions have stood the test of 
time, having been received from his 
own father and proven sound. There 
is no suggestion here that standards 
which were good for one generation 
are outmoded for the next. 

2. It matters to parents (Prov. 
10:1). How a child turns out is a 
matter of concern to the parents. It 
can make the efforts and sacrifices of 
the parent well worth while, or it can 
be a nightmare of frustration and 
vexation. Children have a duty to 
make the latter years of their parents 
glad and free of burden. The best 
way to do this is to fulfill the finest 
expectations ef the parents in lives of 
rectitude and usefulness. 

3. Discipline is a mark of love 
(Prov. 13:24). Too many think it is 
a mark of sternness, and many par- 
ents withhold it through fear of losing 
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| the affection of their children. Besides 


being a false philosophy, this is an 
indication of selfishness. A true love 
and care for the child’s welfare would 
impose chastening when necessary. 
The mother who “loves” her child too 
much to punish him is only laying up 
for him more suffering at the hands 
of a society which will not be so gentle 


with him. 


4. Character appears early (Prov. 
20:11). That is why correction should 
be given early, before the evil traits 
harden and determine the whole 
course of life. Children do not just 
naturally grow out of selfish, stubborn, 


| rebellious ways. They become that 


kind of adult if not corrected. 

5. Discipline has permanent effects 
(Prov. 22:6). Training properly given 
and obediently received in childhood 
sets a pattern for all the life, however 


| long the life may be. What is built 
| into the child in earliest years is not 
| easily lost. 


6. Faithful parents will not lose 
their reward (Prov. 29:17). There is 
no rest for parents who fail to correct 
their children, but the years of earnest 
application to the child’s training will 
bring years of joy and rest of heart as 
the child grows into noble manhood 
and virtuous womanhood, serving God 
and doing good to men. 

7. Discipline with gentleness (Eph. 
6:1-4). Obedience is required of 
children as a duty, but parents must 
remember to enforce discipline with 
kindness, lest the children be only 


| angered and not corrected.

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GOST IN PORTUGAL 


av Eikland 


‘T we factors have been influential 

in the growth of Portugal from 
its very beginning as a state, early 
in the twelfth century. One is _ its 
strong sense of national independence 
The other is its religion, which has 
been predominantly Roman Catholic 
But when, about fifty years ago, its 
form of government shifted from a 
monarchy to a republic, the whole 
country experienced an awakening 
Emergence into a democratic climate 
broke up the fallow ground of both 
national and religious life, and the 
people began to move toward evan- 
gelical Christianity. 

Only three evangelical missionaries 
were in the country at that time, how- 
ever, and they with the few national 
converts were too few to grasp the 
great opportunities that were open to 
present the gospel message. 

Now, after half a century, a spirit- 
ual springtime has come to that 
Iberian coast land, where many sow- 
ers of the seed as well as reapers have 
gone. As the apostle Paul made use of 
what means were available in his day 
—Roman roads for more efficient 
travel, the Greek language to better 


convey to hundreds of thousands the 
gospel of Christ—so today every 
avenue is being utilized through 
which the gospel can better be 
projected into the minds and hearts of 
Portuguese people. 


+To sEE what is being done, go with 
me to a gathering of about three hun- 
dred Christians in the city of Lisbon. 
There, assembled from various sec- 
tions of Portugal’s capital city and its 
suburbs for their bi-monthly mission- 
ary meeting, they sing: Salve Deus a 
Minha Patria! “God save our native 
land!” It is a cry from their hearts. 
Like the Gideonites of old, they are 
on the march in conquest of Portugal’s 
millions for Christ. 

Read the order of service for that 
meeting, led by a Portuguese pastor: 
Reports of group leaders from the Lis- 
bon area where evangelistic work is 
carried on. Testimonies of those saved 
during the past two months. A chal- 
lenging message from one of the pas- 
tors. Presentation of plans for wider 
effort in evangelistic activity. A free 
will offering to send out missionaries 
to remote areas of the country (this 
included the emptying of banks placed 
in the various Christian homes). 

These Christians are not idle. They 
follow the evangelistic program of 
apostolic times, and go everywhere 
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PEACE WITH GOD 
COMES TO LISBON

“HE middle-aged, shawl-clad wom- 

an looked at the glossy-covered 
book, Peace With God, lying invitingly 
on the store counter. 

“It isn’t Protestant, is it?” she asked 
sharply. 

“Well, Madame, it’s Protestant, all 
right, but we prefer to say that it is 
Christian,” answered Orlando, sales 


director of The Evangelical Alliance 
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Mission’s Alegria Bookstore in Lisbon, 
Portugal. “It deals with the love of 
Christ, not with controversial sub- 
jects.” 

“IT don’t know what my padre would 
say,” she rationalized, “if he knew I 
were reading a Protestant book. . .” 

Orlando countered pleasantly, “I'll 
tell you what; you take the book and 
see if you like it. If you want to keep 
it, pay for it later. I think you will 
find that it is true to the Holy Bible 
and has a message for your heart.” 

She fingered the attractive cover, 
smiled, laid the price on the counter 
and swiftly hurried from the shop. 

Orlando turned to where I was ob- 
serving the scene from another part 
of the store. “She’s the one who made 
the ‘promise of silence.’ You remem- 


ber I mentioned her to you?” 


“preaching the Word.” Moved by the 
desire to tell others what the Lord has 
done for them, they travel from house 
to house in their neighborhoods or 
talk to fellow workers, introducing 
them to the Saviour. 

Each convert has his pockets filled 
with good tracts, to give out hand-to- 
hand or send through the mail. From 
Lisbon’s evangelical bookstore, Liv- 
raria Alegria, Christian books find 
growing acceptance. 

Hear the testimonies. One says, “I 
was liberated from idol-worship.” An- 
other: “I know God has done some- 
thing in the life of my husband, for 
he is so much more kind. I want God 
to do this miracle in my life!” 

Other means of spreading the gospel 
are not neglected. Leaders of the 
growing movement saw from the be- 
ginning the importance of radio evan- 
gelism. Foreign missionaries brought 
the equipment; national leaders pre- 
pared the messages. A_ recording 
studio was located in Lisbon, from 
which programs on tape have in the 
past gone to Tangier to be broadcast 
back to Portugal. Now, programs come 
in from ELWA, Sudan Interior Mis- 
sion station in Monrovia, Liberia. 

First channel of all is the personal 
witness of evangelizing Christians. 
For them the telephone is an im- 
portant means by which to transmit 
the good news. Converts invite their 
neighbors to attend gospel meetings. 
So through all available avenues 
believers preach the gospel of Christ. 


+ Wuat is the hidden, propelling force 
which gives impetus to the present re- 
vival movement in Portugal? There 
can be no doubt as to the answer. The 
same dunamis, Pentecostal power 
given to the apostles along with the 
command, “Ye shall be my witnesses,” 


I remembered. On a previous visit 
I had heard the story from Orlando. 
This woman was a resident of the 
building’s fourth floor. Unusually 
friendly, she quickly became ac- 
quainted with Orlando. He told me 
of her eagerness to please. 

“She knows that the store has some 
religious purpose, so she is always just 
as nice as she can be. She apparently 
wants us to know that she is just as 
good a Christian as we are. One day 
she stopped, greeted us and then be- 
gan to explain that when she passed 
again she would be on a pilgrimage of 
silence to a certain church, and she 
would not be able to greet us. Would 
we please understand that it was be- 
cause of her promise and not for any 
queerness or unfriendliness? The next 
day, finished with her promise, she 
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is at work among Portuguese evan- 
gelicals. 

It was not by chance that this mov- 
ing of the Spirit came. Two national 
leaders longed for the outpouring of 
God’s Spirit upon their country and 
people. They decided to come together 
regularly for prayer and intercession. 

For two years they prayed. Then 
God began to move upon closed hearts 
and open them to the gospel. All this 
time the circle of intercessors in- 
creased, until it reached almost one 
hundred twenty—the number of those 
assembled in Jerusalem’s upper room 
at Pentecost. 


+We saw that power in evidence our- 
selves when we arrived in Lisbon last 
spring and were invited to attend one 
of the prayer meetings. 

The meeting was held in Lisbon’s 
Center on the fifth floor. As I ascended 
the long stairway I wondered how 
many would be interested enough to 
walk up those stairs to attend a prayer 
meeting. My fears were groundless. 
Nearly one hundred Christians had 
gathered there. 

I was interested in the way the 
meeting would be conducted. Placed 
in the center of the room was an 
empty table. Around it were the peo- 
ple. No one visibly presided. But we 
soon sensed that there was One pres- 
ent who was Leader—the Holy Spirit. 

No emotional ekstasis was in evi- 
dence. Songs, testimonies, prayers and 
messages followed in an orderly and 
spontaneous way. They were charac- 
terized by one quality—praise to the 
Lord for salvation and a desire to live 
wholly for Him. Between songs or 
testimonies someone gave a word of 
spiritual counsel out of his own ex- 
perience or from God’s Word. 

This is the regular weekly prayer 


came through again full of apologies.” 

To one who knows Lisbon, Portugal, 
this combination of religious devout- 
ness and spiritual hunger is no mys- 
tery. Under a facade of religious cul- 
ture and history, exists an evident 
sense of spiritual need. 

Portugal’s capital city is built four 
stories high. In its central commercial 
section, jammed between two high 
hills and the river, the two lower 
levels are used for business, the top 
two for residence. Elsewhere all but 
the street floor is used for close- 
packed living. Such a plan results in 
800,000 people and a multitude of 
small shops being packed into an area 
the size of a midwestern town in 
America. The strategically located 
bookstore serves a_ resident com- 
munity as well as people from all over 
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meeting of the Church in Lisbon. Con- 
tinuing “steadfastly in the apostle’s 
doctrine and fellowship,” they exhibit 
that inner bond of unity which pro- 
vides the spiritual basis for its visible 
organization. 

Out of this spiritual life and unity, 
a great work is being done. During the 
past year, one hundred twenty-five 
persons have been baptized; when we 
visited there, forty candidates awaited 
baptism. Two other churches have 
been established in the Lisbon sub- 
urbs. 


+TuE real potential, however, spir- 
itually speaking, lies in the groups 
which meet weekly in Christian 
homes. There are sixteen to eighteen 
of these. 

Their objectives are two: cultiva- 
tion of their own Christian life and 
evangelization of their own neighbor- 
hoods. Though missionaries or lead- 
ing brethren in the church attend as 
many meetings as they can, some of 
the meetings are in charge of new 
converts. 

We went to one of these meetings, 
held in the home of a converted phar- 
macist. Around the big dining room 
table about a dozen people were gath- 
ered, all of them with Bibles open 
on the table. First, a portion of Scrip- 
ture was read and expounded by the 
leader, with comments or questions 
given by those who felt led to do so. 
Then followed united prayer in which 
the unsaved in the neighborhood were 
especially remembered. A_ simple 
meeting, but one in which God was 
manifestly present. 

I learned about the pharmacist in 
whose home we were meeting. He 
had become an active soul winner fol- 
lowing his conversion, leading his wife 
first to the Lord, then his uncle and 


Lisbon and the Portuguese empire. 

The store is the first Protestant en- 
terprise in downtown Lisbon, but it 
has encountered no limitation on pre- 
senting the gospel through Bibles, 
evangelical books and pamphlets to 
thousands of people who pass its dis- 
play window every day. 

There are approximately 1,000 
evangelical titles in Portuguese. Most: 
of this is translated material, and a 
large part comes from Brazil. Until 
the founding of the bookstore, only a 
small fraction was known and used 
by Christians here. Rarely did an un- 
believer see a clearly written presen- 
tation of the gospel. 

Portugal’s first edition of Peace 
With God was distributed and dis- 
played carelessly by most of the com- 
mercial bookstores in the country, 


aunt, and then a cousin. 
From such a group as this, other 
evangelical groups are formed. Fo. 
example, Octavio, a new convert, be- 
gan serving the Lord by cleaning the 
church where he was a member. Then 
he felt the urge to carry the good 
news to the neighboring town where 
he began to testify in various homes. 
Soon a Sunday school was started. 
Now this group has grown into a con- 
gregation of evangelical believers. 


+A BIBLE camp has been located in 
southern Portugal where many young 
people are finding Christ. Last year, 
at camp meetings held for English- 
speaking people, twenty gave their 
hearts to the Lord. Similar interest is 
being shown by Portuguese young 
people who attend. One young lady at 
camp last year said, “I was convicted 
of the barrenness of my Christian life. 
When I heard a message on fruitbear- 
ing, based on John 15, God spoke to 
my heart. I left camp with the burn- 
ing desire and prayer that my life 
would bear spiritual fruit for God.” 

God answered that prayer. She 
began immediately to witness. One of 
those she led to Christ was Carlos, 
the pharmacist in whose house we 
met for Bible study and prayer. 

Radio sevves a double purpose. 
Bringing the message of salvation to 
multitudes of Portuguese people, it is 
also a means whereby Bible corre- 
spondence courses are introduced to 
thousands of homes. 

A tract depot is situated in one of 
Lisbon’s suburbs, supervised by a 
committee representing all evangelical 
churches in Lisbon. Visiting the depot, 
we found a room with shelves all 
around stacked with gospel tracts. 


+Two nationals, whose names we 


without much success. Not more than 
250 copies were sold in the year-and- 
a-half of this kind of distribution. 
During one month, however, as the 
result of the bookshop window dis- 
play, 200 copies were sold, almost all 
of them to people outside the evangeli- 
cal community. 

When I again visited the 
Orlando greeted me and immediately 
asked, “Did you hear about the 
woman with the promise of silence?” 

“No,” I returned, “did she bring the 
book back?” 

“On the contrary! She bought five 
more! She said she was going to give 
one to her hair dresser, one to a priest 
she knew, and so on. She was even 
more friendly than she was before, 
and could not say enough good about 
the book!” ENpD

Teenagers are 
using dope, and they’re not all from 
the wrong side of town. Westchester, 
N.Y., residents are well-bred, well- 
educated and wealthy. There, not too 
long ago, county officials rounded up 
some 150 teenage marijuana and 
heroin users. 

The use of narcotics among teen- 
agers is on the increase. While the 
number of known adult addicts has 
dropped in recent years, the count for 
teenage drug users has soared to 
where some authorities call it an 
epidemic. 

Young people from the right side 
of town are finding their “kicks” in 
dope. First they experiment—and the 
satisfaction, the release, takes them 
to cloud nine. Then under the pres- 
sure of studies, family misunderstand- 
ing, social problems, they turn again 
—and again—to dope until, in the 
addict’s jargon, they are hooked. 

Rarely does a Christian teenager 
today get mixed up in this messy 
racket. But in class, at the soda foun- 
tain, on the job, he rubs shoulders 
with some who do. When he sees it 
he should recognize it for what it is. 
He may be the one, with his solid 
faith in Jesus Christ, who turns a 
wavering friend from vice. 

Why teenagers are turning to dope 
may be more difficult to explain than 
the simple fact that they are. Louis 
King has worked with young addicts 
in two Chicago prisons for some ten 
years. “Young people are bored with 
life,” says King. “They’re not satisfied 
with cars, TV’s, even’ education. 
They’re reaching out for something. 
They have a need. They don’t know 
what it is or what to do about it, but 
the need is there. The tragedy is that 
some are throwing away their lives 
by fooling with dope.” 

One writer talks about insecurity 
and social adjustment. Young people 
don’t go out and try narcotics just 
for the kicks. To them it’s an escape, 
an out, a new way of dealing with 
disappointments, hurts and frustra- 
tions. Of course it’s not only the fel- 
low or girl from the unfortunate fam- 
ily or neighborhood who must ride 
the bumps of life. Teenagers from 
prosperous, peaceful—yes, even Chris- 
tian—homes face a daily barrage of 
problems. 

This is what our fourteen-year-old 
—let’s call her Ruth—told Chaplain 
King. “I wanted something out of 
life. Something I felt that I didn’t 
have it. I wanted it. Then one of my 
girl friends said, ‘If you really want 
to feel good, try this.” The “this” 
was a marijuana cigarette. 


+ Marisuana is usually the first step, 


and many a cigarette-smoking teen- 
ager doesn’t know that he’s been given 
a combination of tobacco and mari- 
juana. But he likes it. It helps him 
forget that he pulled two D’s on his 
last report, that he missed the foot- 
ball team because he was ten pounds 
underweight, that his number one 
heart throb returned his class pin, 
varsity letter and picture. 

The next step is easy. He knows 
that heroin will pull him in deeper, 
but under the influence, who has the 
will to resist? And so, in a parked 
car, empty basement, back room, he 
takes his first shot. At first he may 
sniff it and avoid needle marks. Then 
he’ll improvise with an ugly assort- 
ment of needles, syringes, eye drop- 
pers, bottle caps, and bent spoons to 
inject the solution. 

Somewhere along the line he gets 
hooked. The craving becomes so 
strong that he will lie, steal or com- 
mit almost any form of violence to get 
his hands on some dope. “When I was 
thirteen,” a teenager told King, “I 
tried my first reefer (marijuana cigar- 
ette). I went from smoking one a day 
to five, then ten. I needed money so 
I began stealing hubcaps and break- 
ing into homes. When I started on 
heroin I got to using eight caps a day. 
I needed more money so I stole my 
mother’s jewelry. I’ve been in and 
out of jail so many times, I’m tired 
of living.” 

When the addict can’t get his kicks 
he gets restless, his eyes water and 
his muscles twitch. His arms, legs and 
back ache and he’s sick to his stomach. 
He tries to sleep, but he’s too miser- 
able. He tries to eat, but his stomach 
rejects food and liquid. The torture to 
his body and mind is so great that it’s 
often called a living death. 


+ “Or course, most teenagers believe 
this could never happen to them.” 
warns Louis King. “But not so. It can 
happen to the Christian teenager who 
takes his faith lightly, only dabbles 
in prayer and Bible study and is ir- 
regular in church attendance. The 
teenager who personally, knows Jesus 
Christ and turns to Him daily as well 
as when the going gets rough wont 
be tempted when he’s offered some- 
thing ‘just for kicks.’ 

“The best way to avoid the trap is 
not to start. To ‘experiment’ is th« 
most dangerous thing you can do. 
From that first casual contact, it’s a 
short step to final enslavement. 

Dope pushers face stiff penalties. 
Recent laws make it possible for any- 
one caught peddling dope to a teen- 
ager to receive the death sentence. 
And it’s against the law to buy dop« 
as well as it is to sell it, with penalties 
to teenagers ranging from probation 
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for the first offense to many years in 
jail. But the junkie, as the addict 
calls himself, is miserable without his 
kicks, and he’s not concerned too 
much with the possibility of arrest 
and jail. 

Slowly the addict breaks down, 
physically and mentally. He neglects 
personal hygiene and his body gets 
weaker. The effect on his mind is even 
worse. He can’t concentrate on studies 
or work and he loses interest in 
friends, family and normal teenage 
pursuits. His will power is broken, 
and his moral standards are com- 
pletely gone. Every ounce of decency 
is drained from him.

What does he see for himself in the 
future? Physical and mental torment 
when he can’t get his kicks. A few 
fleeting moments of relief when he 
can. A life in and out of hospitals and 
jails and probably an early death 
from tuberculosis or other disease. 

At this point he may turn to a pas- 
tor or doctor or government official 
for help. What can they do? They 
may direct him to Riverside Hospital 
in New York City, the only hospital 
in the world which treats only nar- 
cotic addicts under twenty-one. 

At Riverside they’ll ease him off the 
drug and build him up physically. 
They'll try to help him understand 
why he resorted to drugs and help 
him resist the urge. But both govern- 
ment officials and medical experts 
admit that a few months of psychiatry, 
social casework and educational and 
vocational training won’t erase the 
deepseated compulsion for drugs. 
Even after he’s released, he'll need 
supervision by a doctor or qualified 
worker for months, perhaps years. 

Just what are his chances of shaking 
the habit? Federal authorities cite the 
number of addicts who leave the hos- 
pitals at Lexington, Ky., and Fort 
Worth, Tex., (for narcotics addicts 
only) and who never return. But 
they are the first to admit there is 
no sure cure. It’s an uphill fight. 


* MEDICINE, psychiatry, education— 
when they are through, the teenage 
addict is, at best, back where he was 
when he took that first reefer. He 
still faces an unsympathetic society. 
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the first place is no real help when he 
feels his world is tumbling down 
around him. 


But there is an answer. There is a 


release from the trap. And some 
young addicts have found it. “One 
thing came to my mind,” Chaplain 


“when I saw that girl’s 
scars and looked into those empty 
eyes. I said to her: “Your veins may 
be dried up and your blood may not 
flow freely, but the blood of Jesus 
Christ has flowed for you. He died on 
the cross that you might be released 
from your sins and your lust for dope. 

“As she began to sob, I went on 
to explain that if she would turn to 
Jesus Christ and confess her sins, He 
would wash away the stain of that 
ugly past. But, better than that, she’d 
have no more need for the eye drop- 
per and needle, no need to lose self- 
respect earning money for her kicks. 
She'd find the satisfaction, the rest, 
the peace of mind she sought in Jesus 
Christ. 

“Medicine may ease the pain and 
psychiatry bring some relief, but com- 
plete cure must come through the 


King recalls, 


heart,” says King. “The heart must 
be cleansed by the blood of Jesus 
Christ and the mind revitalized 


through the Holy Spirit.” 

The teenager who has begun to use 
drugs and really wants help must act 
fast before it’s too late. He must rec- 


ognize that he can’t help himself; the 
only help he has is in the Son of 
God Himself, Jesus Christ. 

+ RutH is out of jail today. She is 


active in her church youth program 
in a midwestern industrial city and 
rejoices in her faith. There are other 
Ruths around the country, wishing 
they had never taken that first step, 
but praising God that they found the 
only answer in time. There are hun- 
dreds of others who have not found a 
way out. They’d give anything they 
have if they could erase that day 
they took their first drag—just for 
kicks. 

There is, of course, one way in 
which the teenager can make sure 
he’ll never be an addict. That is, not 
to start. If he'll avoid dope as he 
would avoid a man with the plague, | 
he can be sure he’ll never be enlsaved. 
by drugs. 

“Every once in a while I see Ruth,” 
says Chaplain King, “and I ask if 
she’d like a shot of the stuff.” 

“What’s that?” she smiles. 

“Have you forgotten?” 
prise. 

“No! I'll never forget it, Chaplain 
King. But I don’t need it now. I’m 
free. The Lord took all that away from 
me.” ENp

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PROBLEM? Getting you down? 
4* You think it’s unusual? It’s not. 
Not in the least. Everyone has them. 
The big question is, “Are you doing 
something about your problem or is it 
doing something to you?” 

“Okay,” you ask, “What should I do 
when I face a man-sized problem 
that defies solution? Should I deny 
it, ignore it, hide it, be ashamed of it? 
No! These won’t help. Some people 
believe that to have problems is 
abnormal or, at least, a sign of weak- 
ness. The truth is that men have had 
serious problems ever since Adam and 
Eve met-Satan in the Garden of Eden. 
How much better it is to make an 
honest appraisal of yourself, acknowl- 
edge that you have a problem, then 
seek help. 

The first step in the process is to 
slow down and take a careful inven-

tory of yourself. Analyze your spir- 
itual, mental and physical conditions 
as best you can. Your problems usu- 
ally involve the whole you (or what 
counselors like to cali “the total per- 
sonality’’). 

Look at yourself as objectively as 
possible. Keep in mind that your life 
experience is not so much what goes 
on around you as what goes on in you. 
Your greatest need is not “to get 
away,” not for a change of environ- 
ment, but a changed life—the one de- 
scribed in Galatians 2:20 (look it up). 
Have you been asking yourself, “Why 
did this happen to me?” The more 
scientific question would be, “How did 
this happen to me?” This may be a 
better question to begin with. Now 
that you’ve acknowledged the fact 
that you have a problem, honestly 
evaluate the facts in your problem. 





Now you face the question, “Who 
can help me?” Where can I find a 
qualified counselor?” Be careful at 
this point. Many well-meaning friends 
find it easy to give their opinions and 
offer advice. But this isn’t what you 
want or need. You want someone 
who “knows” and understands. 

Often those who are most anxious 
to help are the least qualified to do so. 
Among the unlikely prospects as 
counselors are people who are overly 
sensitive, pretentious and pharisaical 
(look that one up) or who become 
angry at the slightest excuse. Beware 
also of “friends” who talk on and on 
compulsively, spiritually immature 
people, unrealistic individuals, “know- 
it-alls” who make hasty decisions, and 
loose-tongued folks who can’t keep a 
secret. 

To whom should you go? Look for a

Christian who has training and expe- 
rience in counseling. A Christian 
counselor, properly equipped and 
trained, not only understands the 
nature of your problems, but, more 
important, he knows the vast re- 
sources of Jesus Christ, the Holy 
Spirit and the Word of God and what 
they have to say to young people who 
face trouble and temptation. Your 
pastor may be such a man. Or per- 
haps there is a Christian teacher at 
school. Another possibility is an older 
member of your church. Choose a 
counselor with care, but the important 
thing is to choose one. 


At the outset of your interview,

Do all you can to co-operate with your 
counselor. Be as honest as you can, 
answer all his questions and volunteer 
as much as you can. Keep in mind 
that counseling is more than giving 
advice. Success will come through 
the problem solving which you do 
rather than that which the counselor 
does. Also keep in mind that what 
you are aiming for is not so much a 
solution of the immediate problem as 
a change in you. 

With a good counselor you'll get 
more than just the right answers, 
more than therapy, more than help in 
making decisions. When you and a 
qualified Christian counselor sit down, 
you'll find that the Holy Spirit can 
enable the two of you to work to- 
gether toward greater spiritual under- 
standing and enrichment. ENnpb

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Q. Jack, what about going to dances? 


A. It is not a simple matter of 
should we do this or do that, but of 
following the principle, “Whether 
therefore ye eat, or drink, or whatso- 
ever ye do, do all to the glory of 
God” (I Cor. 10:31). 

When young people come to me and 
say, “We have student council dances 
and I wonder if I should go to them,” 
I tell them, “If you are in the habit of 
going to dances, the next time you go, 
start talking to your partner about the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Ask your partner 
if he or she is saved, loves the Lord, 
has been born again and has the as- 
surance that if he or she were to drop 
dead on the dance floor, heaven would 
be his or her eternal destination. Try 
talking that way the next time you are 
on a dance floor and then write me a 
letter, telling me what happened.” 

As a Christian all you have to worry 
about from the time you get up in the 
morning until you go to bed at night, 
seven days a week, is “whatsoever ye 
do, do all to the glory of God.” If you 
think that you can get down on your 
knees and ask the Lord’s blessing in 
regard to all that goes on at dances 
and can go to them with an honest 
heart to the glory of God, then go 
ahead.

public money for free bread and 
circuses; 


5. The building of gigantic arma- 
ments and the failure to realize that 
the real enemy lay within the gates in 
the moral decay of the people.

The prestige of 
such accreditation was _ illus- 
trated in 1955 when the Ford 
Foundation distributed $260 
million to only those institu- 
tions which were regionally ac- 
credited. 

Bible schools have greatly 
profited by having their own 
standards and accrediting asso- 
ciation over the past 12 years, 
and regional accreditation in no 
way implies that the need for 
the Accrediting Association of 
Bible Colleges has been out- 
grown. 

Barrington College, first Bi- 
ble college to be regionally 
accredited, was founded in 1900 
and is the largest interdenom- 
inational Christian college in 
the East. Barrington offers 12 
majors leading to the B.A. de- 
gree plus 5-year programs lead- 
ing to the Bachelor of Theology 
and Bachelor of Music degrees. 
Accreditation is both a tribute 
to the quality of education at 
Barrington and an important 
recognition by noted educators 
who examined the total pro- 
gram of the college. Our sincere 
hope is that this accreditation 
may serve as encouragement to 
other institutions in the Bible 
college field.

ON’T get me wrong! I’m not writing 
this to play on your emotions or 
arouse your sympathy. I have seven 


| months of successful job-hunting be- 


hind me, during which time I’ve per- 
fected a sure-fire system for making 
an impression on a prospective em- 
ployer. 

Read these methods carefully and 
you'll agree, I know, that they’re 
years ahead of the field. If you don’t 
have a job yet, switch to my approach 
and see what happens. 

These past seven months of job- 
hunting have taught me that the first 
minute in the employer’s office is the 
most important. You must make your 
lasting impression then. I know what 
the “experts” say about being sincere 
and humble and all that, but I don’t 
believe it. It’s just a lot of Madison 
Avenue propaganda. 

There are three magic words to 
remember: STOP, LOOK, and LIS- 
TEN. 


+First, the word STOP. This reminds 
you that you must interrupt the in- 
terviewer several times a minute to 
ask questions and show what you 
know. This always makes a lasting 
impression. For example, six months 
ago I applied for a job at the Campus 
Book Shop, and this is how the inter- 
view went: 

The manager said, “Now, the Cam- 
pus Book Shop handles fiction. . .” 

“Ah, fiction. I interrupted. “I see 
that Look Westward has been on the

best-seller lister for seven weeks. Do 
you think it will beat the record set 
by The Houston Story?” 

He cleared his throat. “Perhaps. 
Now, about our nonfiction de—” 

“Your non-fiction department is the 
best,” I exclaimed, slapping him on 
the knee. “I read that on the door as 
I came in.” (You show your alert 
mind in these clever little ways.) 

Again, he cleared his throat and 
said, “Young man, do you want to 
know. . .” 

“There’s nothing I need to know 
about this place,” I replied, without 
waiting for him to finish. “I can start 
work this very instant!” 

Well, I didn’t start that 
but I made a tremendous impression 
on the manager. As his assistant led 
me out the door, I could see that the 
manager was having a hard time con- 
trolling his emotions. 

The second word is LOOK. As you 
can guess, it reminds you to keep your 
eyes open and look at everything in 
sight. This impresses the employer 
with your keen interest in his affairs 
and shows how alert you are. There 
are always letters lying on his desk 
for you to pick up and read; and afte! 
you’ve chatted with him a few min- 
utes, you ought to flip through his 
personal engagement book. 

I recall five months ago when | 
was applying for a job at the Picker- 
ing Furniture Company. Mr. Norton, 
the office manager, was about to drag 
me through the usual routine inter- 
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view when I picked up a letter. 

“Oh, from the Madison Trucking 
Company!” I said in a matter-of-fact 
tone. “I almost had a job there. Who 
signed this . . . ah, Frank Lawson! 
He’s sort of a creep!” 

Mr. Norton snatched the letter in a 
most impolite fashion and exclaimed, 
“Frank Lawson happens to be my 
brother-in-law!” 

As I left the office, I wasn’t the least 
bit bothered. These are the risks you 
take when you dare to use revolu- 
tionary methods. 


+The third important word is LISTEN 
— and it doesn’t mean what you think, 
so pay attention! Whatever you do, 
don’t waste time listening to the inter- 
viewer. Listen to what’s going on 
around you. I was at the Acme Clean- 
ers, seated before Mr. Howard’s desk, 
as he talked a blue streak. But I 
wasn’t listening to a word. 

“Did you hear what they said?” I 
interrupted. 

“Did I hear 
asked. 

“What those two clerks just said. 
They’re talking about you!” I knew 
he would be impressed with my abil- 
ity to pick things up. 

“Well — let them talk. Now, about 
hours. We run three full

“Shh!” I broke in. “Somebody just 
mentioned a fire!” 

“You have uncanny hearing,” he 
said, obviously greatly moved by my 
talents. “But, let’s talk about your 
job.” 

“That driver swears,” I replied. “I 
just heard him say. . .” but that was 
the end of the conversation. I don’t 
recall what Mr. Howard said as he 
slammed the door behind me. I was 
listening to a couple of janitors talk 
about the weather. 

Another principle I’ve worked out 
these past seven months is that you 
make the most lasting impression if 
you don’t put your so-called “best 
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r application. Of course, we assume 
1 ve prayed about it and will be neat 
and on time. Now... 
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” Find out what you can about the 
employer and his work before the inter- 


view 


* Tell him your plans for the future and 
why you're interested in his work. 


* Tell him what you can contribute. 
Let him know you're interested in more 
than the salary. 
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foot forward.” I know what all the 
employment agencies say: dress your 
best; be well-groomed; be on time; 
be polite; listen; etc. but it won’t 
work on Main Street. 

Take grooming. I always wear a 
soiled baggy suit which I never allow 
Mom to send to the cleaners or fix 
up in any way. (One bank president 
asked me if I had just come from a 
masquerade party.) When I show up 
in this suit, the personnel man is 
convinced that I’m bad off and really 
deserve the job. 

Something else: gum chewing can 


be a “secret weapon” for winning | 


over an employer. After the interview 
has progressed a bit, start chewing 
your gum as hard as possible. Your 
interviewer is sure to notice it and 
want a stick of gum himself. You 
have one handy and give it to him 
gladly! You’ve made a friend! If he 
doesn’t notice the gum, then start 
pulling it in and out of your mouth 





until he does. Or, roll it in a ball and | 


put it on his desk where he’s sure 
to see it. 
As far as punctuality is concerned, 


you'll have a better interview if you | 


come late, at least an hour after the 
scheduled time. Why? (1) you reveal 
your daring and courage; (2) you 


have more time with the employer | 
since the others have gone their way; | 


and’ (3) you give the impression of 


being busy and important. If the job is | 
already taken when you arrive, so 


much the better. This 
didn’t waste your time trying to get 
a job that went to somebody else! 
There’s more I could say, but I’ve 
told most of my secrets. I'd be glad

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How Do | Begin to Be a Christian? 


ISCOURAGED? Having trouble gain- 

ing victory over sin? Perhaps you 
read the last two articles in this series 
about Christian victory and felt that 
they were way over your head. You 
felt that you hardly had begun to be 
a Christian. 

Well, this month we’re going to an- 
swer the simple question, “How do I 
begin the Christian life?” For you 
who have already begun, read on. 
You'll find this helpful as you try to 
lead others to a knowledge of Christ. 

This month we shall be considering 
one basic verse in our study, but we 
shall be illustrating it by looking up 
other parts of Scripture. The basic 
verse is Revelation 3:20. Please turn 
to that verse now, and keep that place 
in your Bible even when we look up 
other parts. 

The person referred to in this verse 
is Jesus Christ. We need to ask our- 
selves, “What is the door at which 
He is knocking? Where is it that He 
wishes to enter and dwell?” Very 
often you will find that one part of 
Scripture is explained by another, and 
in this case the beginning of Ephe- 
sians 3:17 will give you the answer. 
Where does He wish to dwell? What 
do you think, then, is meant by the 
reference to His standing at the door 
and knocking? 

Let us think for a moment of the 
heart at which He stands and knocks. 
The Scriptures have something to say 
about it. See Jeremiah 17:9. What is 
said there about the heart? What is 
its state? Is it pure and holy? What 
words are used to describe it? 


+ You have just read the Bible’s ver- 
dict on your own heart. It may not 
seem to you to be that bad, and you 
may think that other people do not 
see it that way. But verse 10 will in- 
dicate (at the beginning of the verse) 
who searches it to its depths. We can 
understand why the writer prays as 
he does in verse 14; what does he ask 
the Lord to do for him? 

Go back to our original verse for a 
moment. Does it show us Jesus Christ 
inside or outside the heart? Would He 
be knocking if He were already in- 


side? It is not surprising, is it, that 
He does not dwell in a heart which 
He sees to be so desperately sinful? 

Many people make the mistake of 
thinking that something of Jesus 
Christ lives in everyone’s heart. Reve- 
lation 3:20 makes it quite clear that 
He is outside every heart until He is 
invited in. A girl, who was recently 
converted at a camp weekend, said to 
me on that occasion, “I always thought 
until this weekend that Christ lived 
in everyone’s heart!” She saw how 
wrong she had been, and by receiving 
Christ personally she entered a totally 
new kind of Christian experience. 

If the heart is so sinful, why does 
Jesus Christ want to enter it? It is 
surely not a fit place for Him to dwell? 

The solution to this problem is 
found in Psalm 51:10, a prayer of 
David. He knows that his heart is not 
clean. What does he cry out for in 
this verse? Who is the Person who he 
believes can do this for him? 

How does David express the same 
desire in verse 2? And at the end of 
verse 7? Do you think from these 
verses that it is possible for a heart 
to be made clean, if it has been spoiled 
by sin? Can it be cleansed completely 
from the stains of past sins, or only 
partly (end of verse 7)? 

This gives us the reason why Christ 
wishes to enter our hearts. He wishes 
to cleanse them and make them His 
dwelling-place. But how can we be 
sure that He is able to do this? 

Think of the feet that “stand at 
the door” and the hands that “knock.” 
What do we know about them? They 
bear certain wounds, and you will find 
in John 20:25 the description of these 
wounds repeated twice. What are they 
called? You see, the One who stands 
and knocks is the One who was cruci- 
fied for you. 

I Peter 2:24 (first part of the verse) 
tells us why He died. What was He 
doing? What did He bear? Whose sins 
were involved? In what did He bear 
them? Where? 

You see now why we can be sure 
that Christ is able to cleanse from sin. 
He has borne it in His own body at 
Calvary. He has taken its guilt and 
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Dear Friend: 

Of all sad words, a poet once 
wrote, the saddest are, ‘It might 
have been!’ 

The exception could be the 
same idea expressed in the nega- 
tive, ‘It might not have been!" 
Nothing weighs on the heart like 
a tragedy that might have been 
averted or the sin that one can- 
not forget. 

Esau experienced this in one 
awful moment when he realized 
that he had thrown away his most 
precious possession for a bowl of 
soup. His cry, ‘Bless me, even me, 
O my father!’ came too late to 
do any good. 

King David knew it when the 
prophet thundered, ‘Thou art the 
man!"' He could only bow his 
head in repentant agony and say, 
"| have sinned!” 

How many times in our lives 
have we too bowed the head, 
with the poignant realization that 
the wrong we have done might 
not have been! 

Is it too late then? No. God 
still waits to forgive. Cleansing is 
still possible to a man who comes 
to God through Christ. When the 
awful guilt is gone he can lift up 
his head again and face reality. 

From then on, every day is a 
new beginning, a glorious here 
and now. God is on his side, and 


all things are working together 
for good. 

If you are in such a situation, 
won't you listen to the invitation 


of Christ? 

“Come now, and let us reason 
together, saith the Lord: though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool" (Isaiah 1:18).
